The Sudder Board ofReienue, 
North Western Piovnices, gather 
from sundry communications winch 
have been addressed to them, that 
portions of the mstructions, for- 
v arded with the Circular Orders of 
Government, dated 22nd July last. 
No 2990, have been imperfectly understood. They accoidmgly 
dnect attention to the folio wmg observations, winch aie issued 
under sanction of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, m conti- 
nuation of those instructions 

2nd Wheie the head of a family is a mortgagee or proprietor 
of land, even though he hold no seer, that family, according to the 
definition given in paragraph 13, must be entered as “agricul- 
tural,” seeing that the head of it derives part at least of his sub- 
sistence from the land 

3rd As pointed out m paragraphs 16 and 17, the blank form 
appended to the mstructions is to be filled up m detail for each 
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mouxuh, in the manner shown m the completed statement below 
it, which has been added merely as a ipccuncn. 

4th A total should be added to each mouxuhwur return, as 
■hown m the ipcamcn above referred to Bat it is plain that 
column 3, being a record of names, does not admit of a total, and 
tho totals of each of the columns 1 and 2, arc simple the last 
numbers recorded m them. 

5 th. The Tnhsccldar of each purgunuh, m ho nxraruhwnr 
purgimuh list, will enter tho name of every mouiuh in tlie pur 
gimuh, with tho totals as above explained, of columns 1, 2, and 
4 — 11, leaving column 3 blank.

10 Tlio reused papers were not all submitted till August, 
1S53 The delay has been pioduetne of tins ud\ outage, that the 
English and \crnaeular statements of population lm\c been 
thorounhh examined Thej now correspond, and ma\ be safely 
pronounced free from all enors of tiansenpt or nccoimt 

41. It is to be regretted that the same attention was not paid 
m 1852, to the xcmacular statements of area and demand The 
calculations m them were not tested m the Boaul’s office, though 
the English abstracts wcic carefully sciutmiscd. 

42 In some districts therefore, the English and vernacular 
returns may not altogether correspond, and the ongmnl errors of 
calculation m the latter may still appear in the former. 

43 When another census is made, this mistake should he 
axoided, and cvciy return, English or ■vernacular, tested from 
beginning to end by the supervising authority. 

44 In the volume now published the plan adopted in 1848, 
has been generally followed The divisions and districts are 
arranged, as they stand m the Geneial Statistical return of the 
Provinces, and in each district the order of the puigunnlis has 
been generally maintained, except where their limits and names 
have been altered under the orders of Government. 

45 An endeavour has been* made to detail the process of com- 
piling the returns of each district, and to explain all variations, 
as far as possible, m the words of the officei, who was charged 
■with the duty Original matter, and abstracts compiled m the 
Board’s office, have only been introduced, when the reports seem- 
ed deficient, or the returns too lengthy for publication. 
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46 The alphabet in Appendix No. 1, Directions to Settlement 
officers, has been used m spellmg those native names, for which 
custom has not already prescribed a different rule. 

47 An index map of the North AVest Provinces, shewing the 
limits of the several districts and purgimohs, and the sites of the 
principal toms, named m the report, has been added.

51 The statements of area and demand, compiled for this report- 
in' Mr Frowett were forwnrdrd from the office of the Commis- 
sioner of the DehJie Ihnnon Sir Tbeophdm Metcalfe, on the 
80th Apnl 38a 2 

52 The papers acre sent lmch for fnrthcr information and re 
submitted hr Mr Proirett, with a report dated the Gist August

thereto. But on receipt of tlie Board’s orders it occurred to me 
to have a list prepared of the area from the village maps of the 
professional survey, none such being on the records of this office , 
and I find that the total aiea thus gathered, after accounting for

“ In 33 instances out of 54-3, the total area by survey of each 
village does not reach even the assessed or malgoozaiee area of

“ Now according to the Board’s instructions contained m their 
Circular II , paiagraph 9, it is difficult to go by the survey in 
cases such as the above, seeing that the detail will disagree with 
the total ” 

53 Previous to the receipt of this report the Board had issued 
instructions to the Deputy Collector of Rohtuck, to meet the same 
difficulty m adjusting the entries of total and detailed area 

54 A copy of these orders which will be found in the remarks 
on Zilluh Rohtuck at page 72 of this volume, were sent for the 
guidance of Mr Prowett, who accordingly recast the statements, 
and forwarded them with a letter, dated November 19th 

55 It is necessary here to remark that after the completion of 
the census and the compilation of the returns of area, demand 
and population, the Board received the orders of Government, 
dated the 13th April, 1853, directing the transfer of rune villages 
(mouzuhs) from the district of Paneeput to that of Thunesur in 
the Cis-Sutlej States, and of three villages (mouzuhs) from the 
latter to the former district 

56 The Collector of Paneeput was therefore reqmred to supply 
supplemental lists, giving full details of the area, demand and 
population of the villages given and received. 
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57 These have been submitted and used to correct the several 
returns, so that this report gives the statistics of the district os 
they stood, after the transfers were effected. 

58 The adjustment was of necessity rondo m tho Board’s 
office, for which reason the remarks quoted below from the sere 
ml reports of Mr Prowett, and Mr C T Leilas, the Officiating 
Collector, do not always agree with the figured entries of Pur 
gunuh Kumaf, to and flora which tho villages were transferred. 


59 Tho extent to which the alteration affected the principal 
columns nx 3, 5, 10 and 22 of tho return is shewn m the sub. 
joined table. 
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“ Tliree daklulce monznhs m the rent free (istnmraree) tuloo- 
quli of Purguimh Kurnal have been added to the list, m ac- 
cordance with the Board’s oidcrs, and another assessed ullage 
(klialsa mouzuh) Mukarumpoor, which was formerly included 
in the cantonments of Kumal, has since been settled, and mil be 
brought on the rent-roll on receipt of Government confirmation

“ Column 4 — Area in square miles

“ In purgunuh Soonput, it was found m one or two instances 
that infants at the breast had been omitted , this was rectified. 

“ It has been stated to me by some of the tuhseelee officers, 
that a rumour had circulated among the people and caused some 
apprehension, that the census was preliminary to a tax This 
rumour seems to have come across the Jumna from the Meerut 
side, but I could obtain no definite information on the subject 
The appiehension however appears to have been lemoved subse- 
quently- by the district officers.

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90 These remarks htQ explain why the reports and returns 
mbmitted by Mr Roberta, extracts from which arc given below, 
do not correspond with the entries of tho eastern purgunuh as 
finally calculated m the Board’s office. 

91 The following extracts are from Mr Roberts’ report of 
January 17th, 1858 

1 The addition since 1848 of a new purgunuh, tho eastern, 
has caused a material change m the statistics of this district, as 
exhibited at page 27 of the printed memoir and there are a few 
min or alterations which will also be noticed. 

Column 8 — The printed memoir shews 161, as the number 
of moumhs m the northern purgunuh, and 248 m the southern, 
but the numbers are now correctly entered as 160 and 246 re- 
spectively 

The northern purgunuh has lost one mouxuh, Burhai, trans- 
ferred to Rohtuck, while in the southern purgunuh two names 
have been excluded, m Raj era ta, which was surveyed with and 
belongs to mouxuh Tflokroe and ha* no separate number and 
Hulks Serai, of which there is no trace whatever and no such 
mouxuh exists. In the farmer mouxuhwur statement Mulka 
Serai was entered as a rent-free (muafbe) estate without any area. 

( The eastern purgunuh contains 168* villages Tho 4 villages 
of Seets Baca's jageer have been altogether omitted and the 
number 158 is made up as follows,

“ Columns 6 and 7 — These are taken from the putwarees* 
latest returns, and for the eastern purgunuh, from the measure- 
ments lately made. 

“ Columns 8 and 9 — Entire rent-free villages, service lands, 
canals, roads, for the lands of which remission of revenue has 
been allowed, cantonments, &c are entered m the former column. 
The latter contains waste lands, sites of villages, towns and cities, 
and the difference between column 5 and the total of columns 6, 
7 and 8 

“ Column 10 — Shows the juma of the district according to 
the rent-roll furnished to the Accountant The prmted memoir 
contained the revenue derived from the villages, subject to the 
action of the nver,but which villages aie not on the rent-roll, and 
the land revenue paid by them is earned to the credit of Govern- 
ment, under the head of profit and loss 

“ The rates entered in columns 11, 12 and 13, are denved from 
the juma borne on the rent-roll applied to the different areas, but 
it must be remembered that 26 villages, subject to alluvion and 
diluvion and not mcluded in the rent-roll, yield above Its 15,000 
per annum , and that 70 rent-free (muafee) villages with an area 
of 76,670 acres pay a juma of about Its 80,000 to their holders,

99 Sir Theophdua Metcalfe transmitted the papers of the 
census on 81st March, 1853, with these remarks — 

t( The increase arises not only from the natural increment of 
population but from the addition of the inhabitants of the eastern 
pnrgmmb, added since the last census was t a ken. 

* I must observe that the inhabitants of the palace, estimated 
by Mr J Lfiwrcnco at nearly 14 000* souls arc not included 
in tho present returns. 

From my enquiries I am induced to place confidence m the 
accuracy of tho returns now submitted/ 

100 From Mr Kobci-tP report of tho same date the following 
extracts are taken : — 

* P 28, settlement report, No. 261 1st August, 1811. 
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u On receipt of the instructions, copies n ere immediately for- 
warded to the Tuhsccldars, n ho ucrc duectcd to make themselics 
masters of the same and to be prepared to submit, on a cei tain 
day, their propositions and suggestions for executing the contem- 
plated operation In like manner the police officer (cotiral) of 
the city ofDelilie was called upon to state, nhat agency he might 
consider necessary to take the census of the city. 

“ The opeiation as regarded the district population vas simple 
and easy enough For the last six yems the putuarccs have been 
required to file a census of the villages under their charge with 
then- aimual papers They u ere now required to prepare the 
prescribed statements, to fill up the first three columns before 
hand ; and to specify the names of the returning officers for those 
villages, of which they could not thcmsch es take the census 
“ The Tuhsecldars of the different pnrgunulis weic made respon-

103 The remark* in page 87 of the printed memoir, *hew that 
the statistical statement of this district, published m 1848 nos 
compiled m haste and from imperfect data.

Among other* it has been found that the total 
area of each purgunuh vra* taken from tho khusruh measurement, 
instead of «the professional s urvey, and m column 8 other lands 
beside* those exempted from assessment, as rent-free or appropn 
ated for puhhc purposes were included. 

104, Sir Theophflu* Metcalfe, the Commissioner Belli lc dm 
won, forwarded a vernacular statement and English abstract of 
the entries of area and juma, with a letter dated 30th April, 1862 

105 No report from Mr J Outline, the Deputy Collector m 
charge of tho district, accompanied the return*, but these having 
been sent bath for revision, Mr Guthrie re-submitted them with a 
report of 14th Juno, from which the following extract* are taken.

107. Mr ~W Balmain, who was officiating for Mr Guthrie, 
requested further instructions in a lettci of 25th August He 
remarked, 

“ I have found great trouble m preparing the statement In 
many villages there is such a difference between the area as given 
by the surveyor and by the putwaree, that the total of columns 6, 7 
and 8 by the latter, considerably exceeds that of the whole village 
as given by the former, column 9 is therefore not only blank but

121 The population returns were received from the Commis- 
sioner with a letter dated 10th March, 1853, giving cover to Mr 
Guthrie’s report of the 1st idem 

122 Sir Theophilns Metcalfe observed, 

** I tested the accuracy of the returns m some few villages of 
this district, and though I had occasion to pomt ont lomo trifling 
irregularities for the town of Boh tuck, I am of opinion that on 
the whole the present census is as trustworthy as could well be 
mado , tbe testing officers employed by the Deputy Collector ap- 
pearing to comprehend what was required of them, and to havo 
checked tho disposition of the people to conceal their n umbers, 
under tho apprehension that a poll tax or salt-tax was to bo 
imposed, as reported by mo m regard to the returns of the Hissor 
district 

This may appear to contradict tho assertion mado by Mr 
Guthno in the 18th paragraph of hi* report, that the people liavo 
lost their fears of census, but I nevertheless believe that the 
information I obtained, was not without foundation. ' 

123 The following extracts are from Mr Guthrie’s report 

‘ On my return from Simlah on tho 7th October, I lost no 
time m issuing orders to tbe Tnlisccldars directing a census of the 
wholo district to bo taken simultaneously cm tlic 31st of tlint 
month and adhering strictly in its compilation to the instructions 
of Government dated tho 1st January, 1853 
1 My object in so doing was two-fold, 

1st. The putwarccs and other persons by whom the census 
papers of the 31rt December were to be compiled became 
acquainted with tho work required from them 
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“ 2nd I obtained coiTect entries m tlie first tlircc columns of 
tlic statement now submitted. 

" On tins pielimmary census being completed, evciy village was 
tested by tbe Tuliseeldar of the purgunuk or Ins subordinates, 
and all mistakes in columns 1, 2 and 3 corrected 

“ I may mention that m tbe great majority of the villages, 
tlicsc returns were foimd coneet Some of tbe putwaiees made 
absurd blunders, wlnle one oi two instead of visiting every bouse, 
compiled their returns in tbe chowpals These latter were fined 
and obliged to perform tbe woik anew m tbe prescribed maimer 
“ Tims eveiy putwaree bad ere tbe 31st December, furnished 
himself with a correct list of tbe number of enclosures, bouses and 
beads of famikes, and bad moreover practically acquired a know- 
ledge of tbe system on which be bad to work 

“ These precautions have, I think, secured perfect success m 
tbe compilation of a trustworthy statement 

“ Tbe Tuhseeldar, Ins assistant (naib) or one of tbe peslikars, 
was deputed to test tbe accuracy of tbe returns fiom each mouzuk 
witlnn Ins purgunuh Throughout tbe whole district tbe papers 
in 14 villages only reepmed amendment, and these were drawn 
out de novo on tbe 25th J anuary, a Government servant who 
understood tbe work bemg associated with tbe putwaree m them 
compilation 

“ All burkundazes, customs peons, &c who were stationed at 
cbowkees were duly entered as present m tbe villages, witlnn tbe 
boundaries of which those posts are built 

" Tbe list of tbe customs establishment was furnished by tbe 
patrols, who either m person or by proxy visited each cbowkee on 
tbe night on which tbe census was taken 

“ I have, both by verbal enquiry and likewise by testing a few 
enclosures in tbe different villages, at which I have been encamp- 
ed, personally examined the returns, and Mr Boss, the Deputy 
Collector, has aided me m this duty The result of our jomt 
enquiries has led me to form a very favourable opinion of the 
accuracy of these returns 
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‘ The people replied to our queries readily and fully, and their 
answers tallied accurately with the written atatementa, proofs that 
the people have lost their fear of a census, and that the pntwarees 
not only understood the object of their enquiries, hut made it 
generally known, 

* The statistical statements submitted from hence in 1848, 
were so very inaccurate, that it is useless to attempt to reconcile 
the discrepancies observable between them and those now for 
warded. 

* The present statements shew that the population was then 
much underrated. 

f The cause of the extraordinary decrease m the number of the 
Mahomedan non-cultivating class, arises from the feet that the 
Tuhseeldars [who were all Hindoos] choose to consider the 
dhanuks, chumars, khuteeka, bhungees, fkc. aa followers of the 
prophet 

Together with the returns called for by the Government 
Circular, above noted, I have appended a statement shewing the 
average population throughout the several purgunuhs, in the 
canal and ummgatod (barnni) villages. This is valuable as it 
shews the increased rato of population which tho irrigated land* 
are capable of supporting, and proves that even with increased 
assessments and increased mortality, tho soil which m certainly 
productive is p re fe rred to tho ummgtfted (baruni) lands, where 
all the agriculturists’ hopes of profit ore dependent on the perio- 
dical ruins. 
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124. Mr Gut hn e farther reported that he hsd the judicial and 
fiscal management of four villages belonging to the state of 
Dadrcc, and the judicial management of ten others belonging to 
the same state or to Jhujur, hot that he had not included theee 
m the district return, either of area or population, m consequence 
of no survey ever having been made of them. 

125 He furnished however the subjoined statement of the 
population of these villages 
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124. Mr Gnthne farther reported that he had the judicial and 
fiscal management of four villages belonging to the state of 
DadrcOj and the judicial management of ten others belonging to 
the same state or to Jhnjur but that he had not included these 
m the district return, either of area or population, m consequence 
of no survey ever having been made of them. 

125 He furmshod however the subjoined statement of the 
population of these villages. 
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128 Mr Guthrie had omitted Europeans, and others of Euro- 
pom descent, from iho census statement, but the omission -was 
afterwards supplied, and nn addition made to the return of 10 
males and 18 females m columns 20 and 21 respectively

128 On tins subject Mr Guthrie m his report above quoted 
remarks, 

rt Ono mistake [if it is a mistake] occurred in drawing out the 
papers, ni. bouses found empty an the night when the census was 
taken, were not entered at olL 

" In towns where there is a largo trading (bunyn) population 
this was of importance, as many of that tribe possess residences 
separate from their shops. 

I consequently had an appendix framed to the papers of every 
town or villago, in which the number of the empty housci [whe- 
ther residences or shops] with tho names of tbo owners was duly 
entered. 

1 Tho printed instructions do not mention whether these 
empty houses should be shewn but it seems to me that for tho 
Kike of accuracy they should appear 

Tho Collector of Peneeput disagrees with me in this opinion 
and I may possibly bo wrong, bat if so, my mistake u of no conse- 
quence, as tho original statements without the appended list of 
empty houses then become correct.

180 Sir Thcophllna Metcalfe, the Commissioner of tho DcMie 
division, forwarded the returns of area and jumn on tho 25th 
June, 1852 

181 He enclosed a memorandum by Mr AV Do Hague Ronth, 
the Collector explanatory of the mode m which the statistical 
statements had been prepared m 1847 and 1861, respectively 
This note is given below 

“ Tho rough native (kbosruh) measurements at tho tamo of 
settlement were confined to the cultivated and lately abandoned 
land, except in Pnrgunuh Hod ill where tho entire area wna mea- 
sured and mapped.

** Tho general accuracy of the returns haying been thus satis- 
factorily ascertained, they were totalled by the tnhscel officers, 
and the Tuh seel dor*’ list, draym np village by viDago (moturahwar, 
purgtnmhwar), was prepared and furnished to this office. These 
lists have been very carefully examined, and compared with tho 
original returns, by the officers of tho suddur establishment, and 
after the correction of all errors the statement of the whole dis- 
trict has been compiled. 

“ The last and, I believe, tho only census of the population 
mode in this district, was taken m 1816, and tho modo in which 
tho operation was conducted, and tho results wero tasted, will be 
found described at page 41, of tlio printed memoir It was 
hardly to bo expected that trustworthy results could be attained 
in a first experiment, and there is much reason to believe tliat 
the former returns were considerably below tho truth On no 
other presumption is it possible to reconcile tho high rate of 
increase, amounting to 48 per cent, in the course of seven years, 
which tho present tables exhibit. 

In tho accuracy and trustworthiness of the present returns, I 
have every reason to place confidence I personally visited ovory 
pnrgunuh before tho 1st January, had all tho village accountants 
(putwurccs) and other returning officers before me examined 
their returns so far as they had then been completed ami satisfied

mode in which the enquiry was to he made 

“ Besides the whole of the tuhseel and thanuh umluh, the 
persons chiefly employed were the village putwarees, aided, in some 
instances, by the landholders or other intelligent residents of the 
villages, and by the village police When a putwaree could not, 
by reason of the large number of villages in winch he held 
appointments, manage the enumeration and filling up the papers 
of all of them, a native writer (mootsuddee) or other person was 
employed to assist him, and when in several instances the put- 
warees, from non-residence or other causes, were not forthcoming, 
writers were appointed in their stead, and paid iiom their salaries 
“ The preparation of the lists of inhabitants was commenced 
at the close of November last, and they were frequently examined 
and tested, with a view of final accuracy, by myself, the Deputy 
Collector, the Tuhseeldars and other officers of the sudder office, 
whom I had specially nominated for this duty 

“ On the night of the 31st of December, the whole of the esta- 
blishment appointed for this purpose were at their posts, and the 
returns carefully gone over, and the changes by deaths, births, 
removals, &c , &c , noted down The greatest care has been taken 
to ensure accuracy, and I am confident that the return now sub- 
mitted, will be found as correct as it could possibly be made 
“ The people have evinced no alarm, nor indeed any remarkable 
degree of suspicion, regarding the motives of the Government m 
making this census There has been no attempt on their part to 
shirk enquiry, and the officers employed on the work have been 
generally careful, not to give unnecessary annoyance to the inha- 
bitants In all the occasions which I have taken to test the

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returns, I have found tho greatest readiness to reply to my entjm 
rics, and I have no reason to behove that any prejudice exists 
among the natives, against reporting tho number of the females 
of thmr families. 

Persons of influence end respectability mere mdaced to assist 
m the enumeration in tho larger towns, and in Meerut nearly tho 
whole of the sudder umluh were engaged, on tho 31st December 
m testing the returns. I believe that nothing can ho more aeon 
rate, than this census of tho town of Meerut 

“ Tho census of the non military population of tho Meerut 
cantonment has been made by Captain Cookson the cantonment 
Joint-Magistrate, who has taken great pains to ensure u correct 
return 

‘ Tho general result shews the amount of 083.0 persons to 
each geographical square mile, whereas tho returns of 1818, 
although tho area of the district was then greater than it is now, 
by 75,734 acres, only gave 488 to tho geographical mile The dif 
fcrcnco is, I think to bo ascribed rather to want of experience on 
tho former occasion, on the part of the persons employed, than to 
any great increase m tho number of the population. Tho amount

Buropoora bong a farcat pnrgunnh, m 
which cnltivnlion is extending, may havo its population increased 
by immigration, a* well aa by the persona who resort to the 
jungle* during the cold season, and who were not included in 
the former enumeration. 

“ The stationary or decreased number m Sherkot, Seohara, 
Nuhtor, Boorpoor and Nugeena is to be attributed to the exten 
sire mortality caused by the epidemic of last year 

r Nub tor and Nugeena suffered most, the former haying been 
very unhealthy in previous years 

The epidemic prevailed from a little north of Nugeena 
throughout that Purgrmuh, Nuhtor the western half of Sherkot, 
Noorpoor and partiaTlv in Seohara, Chandpoor and TJkburahad. 
It fully accounts for the difference m the returns of these and 
other pnrg iTTmhA. 

* In the detail of the agricultural and non-agn cultural classes 
there is evidently a difference between the rule followed in this 
and in other districts. In Bijnore those who merely work as 
labourers in the fields at harvest time are not classed aa cultiva 
tors, though paid m gram. It seems to me that no correct clas- 
sification can be obtained until the occupation of each family is 
recorded tins would occasion little additional trouble. 

It is no longer necessary, I imagine to defend tho accuracy 
of the return against the doubt arising from the much greater 
density of population shewn, than was warranted by the reported 
state of other countries. It is known that the numbers given, do 
not err on the side of excess. 

But there » another paint upon which these statements shew 
a result differing from that m other countries which deserves 
notice tho small proportion of females to males. This was no- 
ticed m the printed memoir, and the circumstance considered to 
afford a strong presumption of inaccuracy 

This is a cou elusion wb}ch must not bo too hastily formed.

238 Mr IL K. Dick, the Commissioner of the division, hn* 
explained how tho statement of 1848 Bras compiled. The entries 
of area, in columns 5 to 9, were taken from the professional anrl 
khusruli surveys made in 1833-34, and no errors of importance 
occurred, except in Purgmrah Kasheepoor, m which n situated 
all the forest withm the 1 units of the district. 

239 Tins forest, together with the portions since transferred 
to Zillulis Bynoro and Kmnaon, was surveyed m 1841-42, and the 
area ascertained to be 271 square miles. But this survey in clod 
ed, as part of the forest, Talooquh ChUkeea which had been mea- 
sured mousuhwar in 1835, and eighteen mururveyed mouxuhs of 
Purgunuh Kasheepoor, and throe unsurveyed mouxuhs of Pur 
gunuh Juspoar [now Kasheepoor] 

240 In the statement of 1848, the CoTloctor entered Tnlooqidi 
Chilkcea, and the twenty-one unsurveyed mousuhs above men 
turned m their proper places moiurahwar taking the area of tho 
latter from the general statement No IV , and then repeated tho 
area of the whole in estimating the forest. He also mcludcd the 
two tracts transferred to Bynore and Kumaon and converted 
the square miles into 847 .2 acres instead of 610 acres, each, 

241 Purgunuh Kasheepoor and the forest m it have now boen 
resurveyed, with the exception of a portion of tho latter, ciati 
mated at about 29 000 acres, and the decrease in tho area of tho 
forest compared with the former entries, arising from difference 
of survey and the errors above noticed, has been found to he 
190 4C8 acres. 

242 In the present statistical return tho forest has been 
inserted separately, because the survey now m progress ma\ 
make a considerable alteration in its estimated extent. 
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213. Tlic statements' of men and jumn wcic forwarded by Mr 
Dick, mtb a report dated the 19th of July, 1852, but the papers

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number of inhabitants There also appears to have been & con 
siderablo error m Purgunuh Knsheepoar The present census 
was prepared with care, and I believe it may be taken as correct. ' 

252 Mr Diet also submitted a report of the 29th of April 
from Mr Macwhrrter, who observed as under, 

“ On receipt of the instructions of Government, I ordered all 
the Tiihsccldaxs of the district to be present on the 1 Oth August, 
and I personally acquainted them with the wishes of Government. 
I explained how the statements w er e to he filled up, and settled 
with them to whom the work should be entrusted. 

* In the large a tics and towns, the work was made over to the 
kotivuls and thanuhdars, who resided there, who were told to make 
out a mohnllnhwar statement, assisted by the headmen of the 
several wards or mohulluhs. 

n Small villages were made over to their respective pntwarees, 
and wherever a putwareo had several villages under his charge, 
he was ordered to keep one or two himself and to make over the 
others to any relative, such as son brother, Sec. for whose cor 
rectness m performing the work, he was to be responsible. 

" AH the officers of pohco received instructions to aid in the 
work, to the best of their abilities. 

About the 26th of October, I proceeded into tho district, and 
between that time and the end of the year myself visited five 
pnrgnnnhs, vis. Moradabad, BOaree, Stnnbhul, Hnsnnpoar and 
Umrohuh. ‘Wherever I made a halt, I summoned all the pnt- 
warees and others to whom any part of the work had been entrust- 
ed, And tested their statements as far as regarded the filling m of 
columns 1 2 and 8, by either visiting the villages in person or 
by consulting some one, who was intimately acquainted with tho 
inhabitants. Where I found mistakes, I corrected than, and 
shewed the parties what was required. 

a After I had satisfied myself that tho pntwarees. See. under 
stood how tho columns 1 2 and 8 were to bo filled in, at your 
suggestion I ordered all tho other columns m tho statement to be 
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filled in, and a preliminary census taken, so that on tlie night of 
the 31st December, the statement would only have to be tested, 
and the number of persons mci eased or diminished accordingly. 

“ The remaining Purgunuhs, Kashcepoor and Thakoordw aruh, 
were visited by Wilayut 1 loosen Khan, Deputy Collector, under 
Regulation IX. of 1833, who ga\e similar instructions to the 
above, aud to whom I am evtieraely indebted for Ins zeal m the 
work 

" On the 1st January, 1853, the Tithsceldars were ordered to 
test the statements I have e\ cry reason to bcliei c, that they 
all, with one exception, satisfied themsch es to the best of then’ 
abilities of the correctness of the statements 

“ I myself and Wilayut Ilooscn Khan personally tested the 
statements of Kashcepoor and Thakooidwaruh. On examining 
the statement of Purgunuli Umrohuh, and compamig it with the 
census statement taken in 1816-17, it appeared that according to 
the former census, m the city of Umrohuh itself, there was a 
population of 72,667, whcicas by the present census, the city 
only contained 3-1,614 There was no accounting for such a 
great difference m such a $11014 time, and I naturally attributed 
it to the carelessness of the Tulisecldai*. On this, "Wilayut 
Hoosen Khan was deputed by Mr J. C Wilson to go aud test 
the statement Tins he did most carefully, and found the popu- 
lation to amount to 35,284 Therefore I can only come to the 
conclusion, that the former census was merely done by guess 
work, as it is perfectly impossible that the number of inhabitants 
can have dwindled down from 72,667 to 35,284 m the short space 
of seven years

257 The papers having been sent back lor correction, were 
resubmitted by Mr Dick, with his letter of the lltb of April, 
1858, from which the following extracts are taken. 

The return for Budaon has been very carefully prepared by 
Mr Court. In column 3, m crumbs have been entered instead of 
muhals. Statement A. exhibits the errors of account m the 
printed memoir, column 6 m it shews the area which ought to 
have appeared in that memoir m detail. The error arose from 
carelessness m the preparation of the farmer paper for instance 
the difference of nearly 7000 acres in Pnrgtmuh Kot, was caused 
by m correct addition of the columns in the momuhwar state- 
ment. 

In other pnrgunnhs there is a difference between tho profes- 
sional and khusruh surveys, the two surveys having been made at 
on mtcmd of many year*, and m several mousubs thcro la much 
difference in tho result. Where the area by hhttsruh survey dif 
feral materially from the professional return and the former 
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having l>oon cntvfulh letted has Imtii found to bo correct, the

“ The alterations on tins account lion ever nearly cancel each 
oilier m tlie district.

c< On receipt of the printed instructions far the formation of 
the new census, each Tuhseeldar was in tho first mstanco directed 
to prepare a return, showing the number of circles his jurisdiction 
conld be divided into and to state tho names of tho individual* 
who had bean selected to compile tho statements. 

* On this being completed, tho Tuhseeldar* were directed to 
commence the numbering of every house and enclosure m the

“ A number of these were examined by me when m camp dur- 
ing the cold season, and X had every reason to beheve, that the 
system had been correctly understood and earned out 

“ Finally, each officer was directed to proceed and station him- 
self m a central village of his circle by the 28th December, there 
to see that the different putwarees and their assistants were ready 
at their posts, and to watch and examine the progress of the cen- 
sus bemg made on the 1st January. 

“ After the census had been made, the returns of each village 
were ex amin ed and attested by the officers in charge of circles, 
and forwarded to the Tuliseeldars, who, on receipt of the whole, 
commenced preparing the puigunuhwar returns 

“ These letums have been duly attested, and appear to have 
been carefully prepared by the Tuhseeldars, and they have also 
been examined in my office , and to the best of my belief, the 
return of the whole district now submitted, is as correct and 
trustworthy as can be made.”

272 Mr R. K. Dick, the Commissioner of the Kohflcnnd 
division, forwarded the return of area and juma with a letter 
dated the 80th of May, 1858 enclosing a report, dated the 28th 
of April, from Mr F Williams, the Collector Mr Dick re- 
marked — 

u The great errors which were discovered in the area shewn m 
the printed memoir especially m the forest purgimuhs, has mado 
it a work of cawnderablo labour, to account for and explain the 
differences between that and the present statement Tho cxplnna 
tirm given is in great detail, and will, I trust, bo satisfactory, 
withont this detail however, it would have been impossible to 
shew, how much of the mcrcaso of cultivation was duo to correc- 
tion of errors, how much to resumption of rent-free lands, how 1 
much to alluvion, and how much to actual extension of cultiva- 
tion.

K. Dick, on the 19th of July, 
1852 The papers were sent back for farther explanation and 
resubmitted by Mr Dick on the 28th of March, 1858, with the 
following remarks, 

* Column 8 —The chief cause of difference between the entries 
in the pnntod memoir and the present return is that the former 
shews the number of estates (muhals) the latter the number of 
villages (momruhs) 

A full explanation of the inter chang es between Shahjnhan 
poor and Bareilly cannot be made, until a comparative map can 
be drawn up, shewing the boundaries of the forest tracts accord 
ing to both the old and recent survey, executed by Lieutenants 
Vanrencn and Burgess.

“ The whole woik of supervision and compilation of the cen- 
sus, n as entrusted by my locum tenens, Mr Court, to Fida Ulee, 
the native Deputy Collector 

“ Fida Ulee in Ins report has fully explained the mode m 
which, and the agency by which, the piesent statement has been 
compiled, and I have only to add that no pains have been spared 
to ensure accuracy, and I have every reason to considci the state- 
ment trustworthy 
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a During my tour m the cold Reason, I availed myself of every 
opportunity to verify these returns, and m no instance did I dis- 
cover an erroneous entry 

” For a correct return of most of the villages across the river 
Sarduh m Purgunuh Poorunpoor Suhnan situated as they are 
few and far between in a desolate country, we are, I consider, 
chiefly indebted to the xealons co-operation of Mahomed Noor 
Khan and his sons, the znmccnAsn of a great portion of that 
part of the country I trust that they will receive an acknow 
ledgment on tho part of yourself anil Government far their 
cordial and effective assistance.” 

298 The following extracts are from an English translation of 
the report of the Deputy Collector Fide Ulee, above alluded to. 

‘ The instructions sent to the several Tuhsccldan were as 
follows 

(t Each Tnhsccldar should personally, m conjunction with tho 
eanoongoc* their agents, some intelligent putwarees, and clever 
writers (mohumrs) first compflo the census of ono or mare vil 
Inge*. The Tuhsceldars, when tho above have learnt them duty, 
should parcel out each purgunuh into divisions, and assign to 
each a division for supervision and instruction of the several put- 
wnree*. "When the putwarees have mustered tho work, each 
should bo required to furnish an agreement stipulating when tho 
work m question would bo completed, and then each supervisor 
should return to his ordinary duties. 

“ Each putwarce must pr e par e two copes of tho return, one 
for lu* own record, and the other to be deposited m each tub 
sccldaree. Tho putwarees after they hare filled up them own 
census return, arc to come to the tuhsecldarcc, and fill up tho 
copy there deposited. The assistance of other putwarees, them 
friends, residents of towns and landholders must bo sought for, to 
aid m the supervision. In Shahjuhnnpoor itself tho kotwal, 
treasurer (bukhshec) and heads of wards (mohnlluhs) were to ho 
rented to co-operate. Of the ten police clioukccs, situated re tho 
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ritv, five mai, bo undo o\oi to tbe kof w al, and tlio lomnmmg fno 
to tbo tioasuior (buklnbco) 

“ A l^t should be prepaicd of the names of those pci sons who 
will assist in taking the census The canoongoes and others 
should be sent to their sevcial divisions on the 25th of Dcccmbci, 
with instructions that all the inhabitants of the diUbicnt ullages 
be kept together on the night of the 31st The establishment of 
the mcasuicment department will also lender them assistance 
The ofliecis deputed on this work will coni])arc thcscici.il retains 
of the census, under the immediate super\ isioii of the Tuhscol- 
dars Should am prison come to the Tuhsccldais, they should 
he given to understand that Go\ eminent intend them no harm, 
their sole motnc being to get collect data of the number of 
houses and souls, that their suspicions and fears lie removed. 

"A number should he fixed to each house, and the Tuhsccldais 
should understand that hv the term, house or famil) , is meant those 
who lne together, or cook their food at the same hearth (choola). 
Non-agncultural persons such as carpenters, nonsnnths, village 
police (chow keedars,) hmdloids (malgoo/ars,) and otlici professional 
men who, though tlicv do not themselves cultivate, dome then 
In eliliood by means of the agriculturist, must be entered m the 
column of agricultural, and every European bungalow iu the vil- 
lage on which it is situated The several thanulidars and then 
suboidmates, as also the village police (chow keedars,) wall be ie~ 
quired to afford their aid, witlun their respective jurisdictions, 
and the lcspcctable inhabitants of the laigc towns should be ie- 
quested to do the same 

“2nd — The census of the cantonments will he taken tlnough 
the medium of the officer commanding the station, those out 
of cantonments by the sheriff (nazir) of the collectors office, and 
those at the Rosa rum distillery, through the pioprictor 

“ 3d — An error detected m the census of the houses while 
being tested, should he corrected tlnough the officer’s to whom 
the division had been assigned for supervision 

“ On my torn tlrrougli the clistuct, dunng the cold season, it 
was found that the census of Mouzulis Much oulee and Puttee Joo- 
2 F 
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jhor, in Purgunuh Shnhjuhnnpoor was not permitted to be taken 
on tho nigh t of tho 81st December 1852 airing to a dispute 
regarding the village Bite (ahadee), part of which lies in one 
moniuli and part m tho other under tho power vested in para. 26 
of tho instructions for the formation of the census, the omis- 
sion was rectified on the 10th of January, 1858 

'During my tour no complaints were, at any time or place, 
brought to me. 

a It was told me by the Tuhseddar of Hlhnr that three 
agents (goomashtuhs) of the putwarrees, had lened a pice* or 
three pie per house for numbering the houses, citing the adjoin 
mg Purgunuh of Beesulpoor, situated m Zfllnh Bareilly, as an 
example this money I ordered to be returned to those from 
whom it was collected. 

‘ Four Tillages of Purgunuh Shahjnhanpoor were tested by tho 
Assistant Collector Mr C Come, and five were tested by 
mo, vix- two m Purgunuh Muhrabad, one in Tilhur, one m 
Puwaeen, and ono in Shahjnhanpoor 

I consider the census to be correct and trustworthy for tho 
following reasons. 

“ First. — The internal management was select and judicious. 

‘ Secondly — Although tho ignorant and ilhtorato were afraid 
of the measures taten, the respectable and intelligent entertained 
no such feelings, and through their mfluenco the census was 
taten and proceeded qmotly, and further tho putwarccs were 
well up to their work. 

“ Thirdly — The present census, compared with the post one, 
■hews an increase of 173,508 souls.' 

290 Tho subjoined statement was furnished by Mr Diet, who 
m reply to an enquiry by the Board observed as under in his let- 
ter dated tho 25th of July 1858 

* I enquired from the other collectors whether emptv houses 
and shops wero included in columns 2 and 3 of the ctnuu* 
return.

— Those mouxuhs m which intermixture of fields (khet- 
but) exists, but in which the survey was distinct, in consequence 
of the hhot-but villages not being conterminous. 

u The entries in columns G and 7 were made according to the 
rent-rolls (niknsccs) of 12 j 8 Fuslco year 

' Acw measurements of 080 villages have been completed m 
tho past eight years, and are considered correct data, on winch the 
rent-rolls (nflcasecs) are calculated. Tho testing (portal) of the 
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remaining 33 t lllngcs is linked on the data of the last settlement 
measurement Of these 33, six aie rent-free (muafee), and eight 
me under direct (kliam) management, the entries of these last 
arc therefore, notwithstanding the default of a regular measure- 
ment, considered correct 

“ The entry m column 8 is made up to December, 1851 ” 

303. In a subsequent communication dated 21st September, 
Mr Alexander explains how the area of the military cantonment 
lias been entered 

“ On revision of these statements, I find that the cantonment 
lauds lia\ c been entered m column 9, instead of column 8, as di- 
rected by the Board, and the apology made by my natne officcis 
is, that they mteipietcd the word lushhin m the Oordoo trans- 
lation, as applicable to the Government encamping gi ounds, and 
not as referring to the cha6m , the more common term used by 
them to denominate cantonments 

“ I have had the altciation made m the huzoor tuhseel pur- 
gunuh, and m the general totals of columns 8 and 9 

“ But it is necessary to remark that the cantonment lands are 
gnen, not by field-measuicmcnt, but by striking a balance from

out with literal fidelity the detailed instructions of Government.

villages seria tim, to explain to them tho order* and to sco that 
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they were understood, and each putwaree was to take a copy of 
so much as concerned Ins own guidance The Tuhseeldar re- 
ported periodically of tlie progress made m instructing the put- 
warees, and of Ins having satisfied himself that the preliminary 
entries in the list had been correctly made out. 

“ The enumeiation and purtal or testmg of the returns m Muttra 
city and in Bmdrabun was confided to the most intelligent and 
trustworthy of the head residents of wards (muhulluhs), to prac- 
tising attomies (vukeels) of the Civil Court, and to all the native 
officers on the establishments of Government stationed here I 
held sittings at Muttra and Bmdrabun, at which all the enume- 
rators weie present, and I examined them to prove their willing- 
ness and ability to aid me in the end desired 

u In the course of my tom in the district, I have had the re- 
turns of a few villages tested, and have been glad to find that 
they have been proved conect 

“ The net increase on the population exhibited by the census 
of 1852 is 33,066, but from this may be deducted 9,203 which 
the present returns shew to be cantonment population, which was 
not included m the census of the preceding year The net 
increase is made from the gross increase, after deducting the 
gross decrease, as shewn in some of the purg unuhs 

“ I may attribute the variation by decrease to the more exact 
enumeiation of this year, as compared with the past The real 
increase after deducting the cantonment population, or 23,863, 
may be accounted for, by the care taken to enumerate all way- 
farers, pilgrims and sojourners in inns (surais), and by the ordi- 
nary rate of gradual increase 

“ Lest it should not readily occur to the statist, it may be as 
well that I note, that the district of Muttra is continually subject 
to the influx and efflux of a vagrant population, which may on 
any day cause a difference m the total population, ranging from 
one to ten thousand or even more ”

814. The Collector of Agra, Mr Af It, Gnbbms, has explained 
in a letter, dated 1st February, 1868, the different methods pur 
sued in the compilation of the present return, and that published 
at page 08 of the printed memoir 

816 He remarks "that the details of area as giv en in the 
printed memoir were drawn altogether from the general statement 
No IV This statement again was compiled from the returns of 
the rough natire (khusruh) measurement made by the native 
am earn at tached to the revenue survey In preparing tho present 
statistical return the following practice has been observed. 

The total area has been taken from the Surveyor’s maps 
No I., and the regular details of cultivated, culturaHe and lakhi 
raj area from the putwnreee’ rent-rolls (nikasee papers) for 1268 
Fualco, by changing tho standard beeguhe into acres. 

" In villages where the total area by native measurement wi* 
found to exceed tho total area by scientific survey, tho decrease 
m tho several det ail s was made by deducting tho decrease, m tho 
first place from the barren mmhaec, as shewn in the khusruh 
return, next from the cul tumble land, and lastly from tho culti 
rated, 

" Moreover os respects rent-free villages (mouxuhB), tho total 
area was entered in column 8 of the printed memoir according to 
tho rough native (khusruh) measurement.

ment in para. 188 of the printed memoir that the former census 
returns would be found considerably below tho truth, has been 
realized m Agra. 

“ The total moreaso amonnts to 170,036 persons or 17 per 
cent. This increase is found in a greater or lea degree in every 
pnrgmmh. The greatest is in the city, suburbs and station of 
Agra, bong 86,410 or 28J per cent. Of this nearly one half, or 
an increase of 14 053 persons, is observable m tho civil and mill 
tary stations alone, os per m ar

“ In the mofussd or purgunuh population, the greatest increase 
is obscivable m Khundoulee, where it is about 22 per cent and 
next to it m Suiliindee, where it is about 20, and m Farruli, wheie 
it is 184 per cent So great an mcrease indicates, I tlnnk, 
clearly enoi m the former returns And it would therefore be 
useless to specidatc upon the existence of any further besides 
natural causes to account for the excess 

“ I — Immediately on receipt of the orders of Government, 
the Tuhseeldars were required to cause the putwarees to take 
copy in their account books of paras 9 to 15 and 19 of the 
printed instructions, and of the census form and specimen return 
thereto annexed, interposing an additional column between 
columns 3 and 4 for the r caste f of the head of the family 

" II — In order to pi event the omission of any (nugluh, poor- 
wuh, or astull) subordinate hamlet of any mouzuh, a letum of 
every such ' abadee 5 or hamlet was called for, and obtained by

“ III — The Tuhseeldars were required to cause the piepara- ' 
tion, before the end of the year, of the lists of houses m which 
enumeration would be made, as required by para 23, addmg as 
above stated a column for f caste/ a separate letum being pre- 
pared for each separate f abadee’ or hamlet It was furthei 
dnected that opposite the name of the head of the family, the 
entries of 6 out of the 8 columns of detail, should be filled m 
with ink dots, omitting the two columns only from this process, 
m which the individual householder’s entry would be made Thus 
if he were an agricultural Hindoo, columns 4 and 5 alone would 
be left to receive the figuies of census, and columns 6 to 11 were

(C Further tho putwnrecs were required to fill m, with a pencil, 
the iramben of each household in the two vacant columns in all

22 the Tuhsoddars were required to organise the census agency 
It was provided that no ono enumerator should bo charged with 
tho census of more than 300 houses, nor any moonsumm or 
superintendent with a supervision of more than 10 mouxuhs in a 
purgunuh, or 2000 houses in n town. 

" The enumerators in agricultural mound is were either the 
putwarce, or an assistant (mududgar) or relative of tho putwarec, 
fading which, any trader or landholder (bunyuh or xummdnr) of 
tho village who would undertake the duty or a subordinate reve- 
nue or police offi ci a l . Tho persons employed as superintendents 
were either surveyors (ameens) now temporarily employed in this 
district m co r ruc tin g tho settlement papers, or selected from tho 
superior tuhsccl or thanuh officials. 

<l V — These superintendents were required to satisfy them 
selves personally before tho end of the year Firstly, of tho fit- 
ness of their subordinate enumeration. Secondly, of their ac 
qusmtanco with tho instructions Thirdly of the gcnrml cor 
rectness of tho preliminary returns prepared Irv the putwaree* 
Having done which, they were required to attest each return with 
their own simmtures. 
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“ Similarly tlie Tulisecldars weie lcqmred to look over and 
examine one-fifth, and tlie peslikar or 2nd officer of tlie tuhseel a 
second-fiftli of these returns, after being passed by the superin- 
tendents, and attest their general correctness by affixing tlierr 
signatures thereto. 

“ VI — The superintendents "were required to be at their posts 
by the morning of the 31st December, and make sure of all the 
enumerators being present and leady to commence the work on 
the following morning, by visiting each house, and filling m the 
two vacant columns the actual number present on the previous 
night, in figures of ink. 

“ They were required to commence testing as soon as the first 
return was given m, and personally to examine at least one-tenth 
of the number of the houses in every hamlet without exception, 
and thereafter to superintend the calculation of the totals of each 
return, and cause all belonging to one mouzuli to be filed toge- 
ther mto one bundle (nuthee) with a memo of the totals These 
returns, after being tested and signed, were handed to the Tuh- 
seeldar 

VII — Die superintendents were also furnished with the 
papers of the last census, which they were directed to examine 
before the end of the year, and by enquiry arrive at an opinion 
regarding their real value The census of a mouzuli being com- 
pleted, the superintendent was to draw up a comparative memoir 
of the former and present census, mark the difference, and record 
such explanation thereof, as he was able to obtain by local en- 
qmry 

“ VIII — The enumeration of travellers and others putting up 
at inns. See (surais, purous,) or on board boats moored at ghauts 
or landing places on the river, was ordeied to be made at 9 r m 
on the night of the 31st December, and a return of all such places 
was obtained for each purgunuh before the end of the year 

“ JX — Much the same system, mutatis mutandis, was followed 
in the census of the city of Agra, which was committed to the 
treasurer of the municipal police (bukshee of chowkeedars) 

“ 1st — The lists of houses were prepared by extra writers 
(mohurnrs) at a cost of Rs 183-0-10^

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‘ 2ndly — Tho city was divided into 133 charges, to cadi of 
which a separate enumerator was assigned These again were 
divided into separate circles under superintendents. The duty of 
superinten de nt was entrusted to any qualified headman or native 
gentleman (punch or rais) of the city who would accept the duty, 
upon the police officers (daroguhs and thanuh mohumrs) or upon 
one of the officials of the Magistrate’s or Collector’s offices. About 
2,400 houses were assigned to each superintendent, and 300 to 
each of the enumerators, who were selected from such of tho 
headmen, attomies of the civil courts (chokecdarce, punch, 
vukods, mookhtars,) and other city residents, as consented to give 
their free service. The required number was made up by the 
police writers (mududgars and mohumrs) The large wards 
(mohulluhs) were broken up and small ones thrown together to 
make up a proper charge for an enumerator each of whom as Ins 
return was completed, handed it to the superintendent, who tested 
and signed it, before its being recorded In order to prevent 
mistake on tho part of the enumerators they were each furnished 
with copy of paras. 9 to 15 and 19 of the printed instruction*. 

c X. — Both as respects tho city, the treasurer (bukshcc,) and in 
regard to the purgunulia, tho Tuhseeldars were required, m case of 
any native gentleman objecting to the census of Ini household 
bong made by the ordinary agency, and desiring to render a 
return himself) to assist him m so doing by famishing tho reqm 
site form and copy of instructions. Sixteen native gentlemen

“ XI — The census returns for tho European and East Indian 
residents of tho ami station, and tho native dependants residing 
in thar compounds, were obtained from themselves under tho 
superintendence of Mr Deputy Collector, P B Kcid. Printed 
copes of the returns were circulated to each individual. 

“ XII. — Tho cantonment census wo* obtained, through tho 
cantonment Joint Magistrate Major Main waring for the non 
military European and native residents by the agency of the 
police officer of tho oluof market (sadder bazaar kotwal ) who 
earned crat by Major Mamwonng’s orders tho samo system of 
enumeration as was laid down by me for the city The return* 
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of nnhlnry men and their dependant'* roidnig in tlicir own com- 
pound 1 *, and foi tin* Foil of \gia note furnished io mo fioin tlie 
Brigade Major's office 3ioth M.ijoi Muinwaung and Captain 
Sitldon** took much pant** m explaining the instructions piescub- 
cd. and T ln\e reason to believe that tin* returns obtained mo 
gcnoralh cm root 

u The "moral mpcniitendonee of those operation** m tlucc 
purgunuhs \ir Put tub find. Iridnfnuggur and Bah-Pinnhut, I 
entrusted to im assistant Mr .1 (». Thom emu excinsmg the 
power* of a Depute ('olloetor The remaining si\ purgunuhs 
and the utv 1 let.uned m\solf All the leijnned ict urns wore 
full} completed before the end of the \cui, and with vor\ few 
exemptions had been tested and jmssed on the spot b\ the 
supenntondents Finally a general iclurn was prepaicd «md sent 
in In each Tuhsceldm. 

" Mutters being thus forward and prepaicd, the census of tra- 
i oilers at inns- and landing places (surais, puraos and ghauts,) was 
taken as proposed after nightfall of the 31st December, and that 
of all otlici pci sons was rapidh completed on the fust of the 
jear All the returns for the city of Agrawcie gnen m by 
noon, and m no instance was am iclurn defined bee owl J i>. xr 
The duty of testing the returns was completed by the 3id of the 
month, when all the superintendents returned to the tufisccl- 
darees to examine and lense then totals. In Puigiumhs 
Furruh and Khundoidce, an erroneous 7 cal led the Tubsccldars 
to commit the blunder of taking the census at night of the 31st 
December Returns so obtained from people aw akened out of 
sleep Aiere more liable to enor, while the operation was to a cer- 
tain degree Acxatious, and attended with an expense icqmied to 
pronde oil for the bglits used In the othei pmgunnhs the 
enumeration was piopeily begun after gun-fire 

“ On tlie morning of tlie 1st of January, Mi J & Thomason, 
P B Beid and myself proceeded tlnougli drffcient quaiters of 
the city of Agra, and witnessed the performance of the duty by 
the enumerators 

“ In every case they were found to be at work pioperly and 
several complete returns were presented to us by 8 a m

" Firstly — The average rate of population to the square mile, 
which including the a tv, suburbs, and station of Agra is for the 
whole district 538 and excluding the city, fee, 465, seems certainly 
high. Resolving it however into its constituent parts, vix. tho 
several purgunuh* , the result appears home out by finding the 
higher rates prevail m those purgunnhs m which they might 
hare been expected. And the gradation of rate from highest to 
lowest seems to tally with the capabilities and known, condition 
of cadi purgunuh. 

‘ The highest rate, vis. 562 per square mile, is naturally looked 
for and is found m the Hnsoor Tuhscel, being the purgunnh 
immediately adjacent to the city The next highest rate obtains 
m Iradutnuggur a rich purgunuh, which presents the highest 
average rate of cultivated area [be mg 74J per cent, on the total 
area] of any purgunnh m the district. Next m succession are 
Khundoulee and Feroxabad, the two Doab purgunnhs each exhi- 
biting 681 per cent, of cultivated area. The population of Pur 
gunuh Futtnhahad appears low compared with its high per 
centago of cultivation, but a reference to tho memo F annexed 
will show that it contains only one small town and few largo 
vfll age*. The least populous purgunuh I should certainly ham 
pronounced to bo Surhmdcc, and so it has proved to bo. 

" Secondly — Tho average rate of population to each monxuh 
is 876 I am not sure that much use can bo made of this aver 
nge, since the number of villages and hamlets is quite distinct 
from tho number of mousuhs. Next to tho Iluxoor Tulisecl 
which m eludes tho population of the city of Agra, the highest 
average exhibited per moumh is in Surhmdcc, where it is 898 
persona. This shews indeed that the areas of raouxuhs in that 
purgunuh are peculiarly large. And so they are. Put tins result 
is better shewn by an average of acres of area. But tlwngh Snr 
hmdeo is dmded only into 00 mouxulis it comprises no less tliau 
295 hamlets and villages. 

1 Tlurdly — -Tlic average number of persons to each Ikjum* or 
family is also high, bang five for the wliolo district ami rising as 
high as 5J in one purgunuh I would observe tliat in this ccn 
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sus, ns also, T presume, elsewhere, empty duellings, and shops not 
occupied on the night of the 31st December, have been excluded 

u Foiu thly — A compaiison of the relatne proportions of the 
sexes shews that males exceed the females, in the pi oportion of 
51] of the former to 45{ of the latter. I haie detected no at- 
tempt to conceal the number of females in the formation of the 
present census Nor did the testing pioccedings elicit any m- 
ci case of their number Morcoi er the presumption of error in 
the former census on account of the small number of females, 
entei tamed by the Go\ eminent, and which is stated m para 133 
of the planted memoir, had attracted the attention of the Tuh- 
seeldars, who weie on their guaid against any error of a like na- 
ture in the present return 

u I belieic therefore that the relatne proportions of the sexes 
have been correctly lecordcd Perplexed how to account for the 
f dispi oportion, the native returning officers have been led to 
assuie me that fewer female births do actually occur in this 
country than male, and have supported tins theory m some 
instances by an array of plausible facts I think however that it 
may be sufficiently explained by the well known prefeience, with 
winch the native of India regards Ins male, above Ins female ofl- 
sprmg 

“ The birth of a son is always matter of rejoicing even to the 
poorest, while the birth of a daughter is regarded with regret 
Tins feeling exerts a marked influence upon the care, which they 
bestow upon the children of either sex If a boy is ill, eveiy care 
is taken of him, and if he dies, the parents mourn Ins loss sin- 
cerely But if a girl sickens, little care is taken of her, and if 
she dies, but kttle concern is manifested It is obvious that 
tins universal care of the one, and neglect of the other sex, must 
very seriously affect their respective numbers 

“ Fifthly — The proportion per cent of the agricultural popu- 
lation is about 60 , that of the non-agncultural 40 The highest 
proportion of agriculturists appears m Purgunuh Suihindee 
and the Huzoor Tuhseel, in which it is respectively 78| and 77 \ 
per cent and the lowest m Purgunuh Khundoulee, where it is

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only 58 I entertained doubts regarding the accuracy of tins 
last jrnrgmrah retnrn, and summoned the putwarees of those vil 
luges, m ■which the greatest number of non-agncultunsts appeared, 
and caused then* entries to bo examined* They proved to be 
correct Tho purgunnh contains many mullahs who are cm 
ployed m river navigation* A great many chumars, and many 
of all classes, support themselves by some description of labour 
connected with the supply of the city of Agra. 

" “With trifling exceptions, the formation of this census has ex 
cited no suspicion or alarm among the people. They cannot 
understand indeed the motive which actuates ns m taking to 
much pains, merely to form a correct statistical return , and this 
surprise has been m creased, when they have found the Collector 
himself and his European subordinates visiting their dwellings m 
person to ensure accuracy And this inability to comprehend 
our motives, lias frequently led them to enquire whether some- 
thing like a tax was not after all contemplated* 

‘ But I have not found this slight apprehension to influence 
them bo much, as to cause them to conceal their real n am ben, 
nave in a very few cases, and thoso on tho frontier of tho district, 
where persons recently come from the foreign tern tones of Dhol 
poor, fLc. endeavoured to withdraw themselves from record* I 
may also mention that tho pcoplo havo been habituated to yearly 
returns of thar number, by tho practice introduced by my pre- 
decessor Sir C C Jackson, of a yearly memorandum of popu 
lation being filed by tho village putwarccs together with their 
yearly papers, as was suggested m para. 28 of the printed Go- 
vernment Circular of the 22nd October, 1810 

H I need not hentato to call these operations successful and it 
would liaro been strango had they not proved to when so much 
care was taken to elaborate them Tho improved present condi- 
tion of tho putwarccs of this district, which has resulted from the 
measures of revision and instruction, which liare for some time 
occupied so much of our attention and arc still in progress, lias 
been of essential service in nswtrng this measure. In every vd 
lage tested by myself I havo used tho Hindoo return wnttcu by 
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the Thitwnrcc, and have needed no aid billing to assist in solving 
am difficult j that might pioont itself 

"In ran v mg out n mensme of this nature there is no agency 
comparable to that of the pulwarce Where lie is ically cfhcicnt, 
Ins local knowledge and experience promote to a very high dcgice 
the accuracy of the return And the want of these qualifications 
is strongly observable In contrast m making the census of cities, 
where strange ngonc) must ncccssanh be employed 

” It appears highlv desirable to secure the careful preservation 
of the valuable records now created, for future reference and 
comparison I have therefore directed a translate m the Oordoo 
character of the detailed 13 column census return for each site 
(abadcc,) to he made and recorded in the Collector’s oflicc, after 
signature These are already completed for several pm gun uhs. 
One Ilmdee copy has been dnccted to be deposited in the Itih- 
sccldarcc records, and a second to he made and retrained by the 
putwarccs There wall thus he three copies of the census re- 
corded The Tnlisceldars, and the treasmer of municipal police 
(bukshcc of city chowkccdars,) are also engaged m the prepara- 
tion of returns shewing the number of each caste, the details of 
winch will necessarily occupy some time m excerpting, hut winch, 
when prepared, will prov e extremely mtcrcstmg.”

826 The Commissioner of the Agra division forwarded the 
statistical statement of area and juma, with a letter dated the 8th 
April, 1862, from Mr W EL D Gruyther, uncorcnanted Deputy 
Collector From this and from a subsequent communication of 
the 8th July, the following r emar ks are extracted.

n Between the present return and that published m the me- 
moir there is a great difference, both in the area, and m the 
number of villages (monxuhs) This is however readily account- 
ed for from the fact, that the two returns have been compiled on 
widely different data, vu 

Amu. — In the table printed m the statistical memoir, tlio 
area was that given by the rough native (khusruh) measurement, 
conducted by the Surveyor’s native establishment (mootsuddccs) , 
by whom the tracts of waste and unculturable lands and dhah 
jungles were not measured excepting such estates as had been 
re measured, and of which the total and assessed (malgooxarco) 
areas were taken from the papers of tho last measurement. In 
all others tho cultivated and cal tumble lands, as entered m tho 
khusruh at settlement, were put down. 

“ On tho other hand, m the present return, the cultivated 
and cul tumble lands have been taken from tho putwarecs’ papers 
for 1268 F S the total area a according to tho professional 
survey and corresponds with the area m tho general statement. 
No. IV of settlement, except where a change has smeo taken 
place, through diluvion, alteration of boundary, Szc. 

“ Mo u suns — Under this bead, m tho printed table estates 
(rauhols) and not villages (mourohs) were entered, including 
such as were formed by partition subsequent to settlement and 
in Usumnuggur them is besides a dcncnl error of 100, the num 
ber ought to hare been 215 instead of 115 accordingly the total 
would be increased to 2,093 instead of 1,998

“ Barren, &c — Under tins bead is included sites (abadccs,) 
groves (lopes,) tanks, mines, imcul tumble ti acts, oosm, sand and 
the Idee, together with «uch portions of dliak jungle, ulicie, after 
tlie remoial of it, no cultnation can be carried on 

t( It may be necessary here to notice, that the Deputy Sur- 
veyor General m Calcutta, in the comparable table furnished 
with Ins letter to tlie address of Government, dated the 23rd 
August, 1819, fixes the area of tliis district at 2,178 square 
statute miles By the present return, it is 2,123, difference 55, 
winch I shall proceed to explain. 

“ The Deputy Surveyor General has, in his calculabon, in- 
cluded the whole bieadth of the channel of the liver Ganges, from

327 These remarks sufficiently account -for the alteration* in 
column 3 of the statement. The variation* in column 5 as above 
observed, arc duo to the difference between tho professional and 
native (khusruh) surveys, to the large extent of uncultivated 
land omitted in the latter and to fluvial action. Mr D Gruythcr 
in a letter of tho 30th November, submitted tho detailed state 
ment given below, explanatory of these change*. 
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329 After correcting the statement of 1848 by the mforma 
taon thus supplied, and comparing the revised return with the 
statement now published, the following result is obtained, which 
shews the increase of tillage between the year of settlement, 1241, 
and 1268, Fuslec, a period of 17 years.

330 The increase m cultivated area, 105,102 acres, is nearly 
16 per cent, of the land formerly cultivated, end 7^ per cent, of 
the total area of the district. 

381 Tho comparison shews that somo portion of the incre- 
ment u due to the resumption of rent-free land, but by far tho 
gteater part has been derived from tho cultural)! o waste, and land 
supposed at settlement to bo barren, and classed as such, but 
since then brought under the plough. 

332 Mr D’Gruythcr also furnished a detailed return of tho 
di (Terence between the entries m column 10 of tho former and 
present statements. An abstract of thU is given- It may be 
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"In giving effect to my orders, tlie first step was to number 
the houses afresh, a m easure winch, for obvious reasons, hnfl 
agam become necessary since three years had elapsed since the 
dato of the last census. Tin* duty was performed by the village 
putwaree, not according to his owi^ convenience or capncc, but 
by a certain rule, which obliged him to complete one range of 
houses, before beginning another, so as to preserve an unbroken 
senes of numbers. As a check against omission or negligence, 
in a parallel column was inserted tho old number that was fixed 
m 1849 

'The next step was to make a rough coisns, which was douo 
with the two-fold object of perfecting m the work the agents exn 
ployod m it, and of obtaining data for a more correct classification 
of the people mto agricultural and n on -agn cultural Tho modo 

of proceeding was this. The number of inmates of each house 
was ascertained as carefully as possible, by enquiry of tho head of 
the family and of his neighbours strangers were not taken mto 
account, but the actual members of tho family only including, 
however, such ns were temporarily absent but expected to be at 
home on the night of the 81st December In tins way, tho 
columns 4 to 11 were filled up m red inJc, far every vfllago and 
hamlet, os well os for tho larger towns, tho city of Furruckabad, 
and tho station of Fnttuhgurh and its environs, excepting only 
that part of tho city occupied by tho Nawnb, his relatives and 
dependents, who prepared and famished thdr own returns. Tins 
work was commenced on tho 10th December, 1852 and was re- 
quired to bo completed in ten days. 

"IVhat had thus been accomplished was then tested bv tho 
canoongoo or other tuhscclco official and to facilitate tho bust 
ness each tuhsccldarcc was divided mto four sections, nearly 
equal as rcgnrds tho number and situation of tho villages. A list 
of villages lying in tho same direction was then prepared for 
each sub-division, and it was the dutv of tho testing officer to 
visit every village entered in his list, and satisfy himself as to 
the accuracy of tho entries. If errors were detected ho correct 
cd them on the spot. By this means it was satisfactorily ascer 
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tamed that the returns liad been so far prepared with care, tJiat 
the houses had been duly numbered, and that those w r lio were 
to take the census on the 1st January, clearly understood, and 
were fully qualified for the work they were expected to perform 

“ In the city and station, the native employers of the revenue 
and judicial establishments conducted this examination To each 
man was assigned two or tliree waids (moliulluks) convenient to 
Ins own lesidencc, and he satisfied Inmself that the houses were 
propeily munbeied and tested the red ink entries, correcting such 
enors as he discoieied 

“ The prelmnnary arrangements having thus been described, I 
proceed now to offer a few lemarks respecting the actual process 
of enumeiation, winch was simultaneously commenced and con- 
cluded throughout the district on the 1st January, 1853, the 
travellers at the different inns (suraies, purous, &c ) and other 
lodging-houses, having been enumerated on the preceding night, 
between the hours of 8 and 9 

The red ink entires, leisurely made m columns 4 to 11, were 
found very useful when the actual enumeration took place, the 
result of which was inserted m black ink, just below the red, and 
any difference was at once made the subject of enquiry, and satis- 
factorily explamed The number of strangers or visitors, was 
entered on a separate line, m the same column, which had been 
made sufficiently wide for the purpose 

‘"‘'The returns weie, m general, given in on the night of the 
1st January, and tested in the out-stations (mofnssil) between 
the 2nd and 4th by the revenue and police officers, m the mode 
prescribed in para twenty-five of the Government instructions. 
In ordei to secure due attention to this important duty, I had 
dnected Tuhseeldars and thanuhdars to engage the services of the 
whole of their establishment to assist m the work, and thus, 
within three or four days, every ward (mohulluh) oi village was 
visited and tested by one of the local officers 

“ In like manner, the native officers of the revenue and magis- 
terial offices, as well as the jail, and the two kotwalees were em- 
ployed to aid the headmen of the wards (mohulluhdars and

one ward (mohullnh) assigned to each individual, and two were 
appointed to the larger ones.

I tested myself, and the resnlt was most satisfactory 

u It oAly r e mains to add, that in the villages, the pntwnrco 
made the enumeration, excepting where the work was too much 
for him singly In such cases other individuals were appointed 
to asaist him and these were recommended by the Tuhscddar, 
who explained to them all the rules relating to the duty In the 
city and larger towns the agency of the headmen of the wards 
(mohulhihdars and punch) was employed. In cantonments tho 
census was taken by the headman (chowdrce) of tho regimental 
bazaar who had been previously fully instructed on the subject, 
and his return was forwarded by the co mm a n ding officer Tho 
returns of the families and servants of the European residents, 
were obtained by areolar ”

830 The statement published at page 100 of the printed 
m emoir, was not compiled on one rrm f linn plan, for all the pur 
gunuhs of the district. 

887 In Purgunuhs Eta, Sonhar, Suhawar Kursanuh, Sir 
pooruh, and Sukeet, which are under the charge of a Deputy 
Collector, then stationed at Putteealee, the total area in column 
5 was taken from the rough native (khuaruh) survey, and tho 
detail of that area m columns 6 to 9 from the rent-rolls (nikasco 
papers) of 1255 Puslee [1847] In the remaining purgunuhs, not 
only the total area, but the details were compiled from the khusruh 
papers, prepared at the settlement m 1248 Puslee or 1840 

888 The subjoined extracts from a letter dated the 20th July, 
1852 from Mr C Raikcs the Collector, detail the course adopt- 
ed throughout the district on the present occasion. They explain 
also tho differences m the names and number of tho pnrgunuha. 

“ The Purgnnuh Bhoongawn and Tnlooguh Munchuna havo 
been formed into two now purgunuhs, called respectively Bhoon 
gnwn Munchuna and Mompoorcc. The entries for Purgunuhs 
Suhawar and Kursanuh were given, as I received them, from the 
Deputy Collector of Putteealee. They arc now thrown together, 
and given for Suhnwar Kursanuh as one purgumili. 

Tho numbers of mouxuhs or townships given m the printed 
memoir do not tally with tho maps of tho surveyor but with tho 
muhnlwnr general statements In tho return now made, strict 
attention has been paid to the 7th paragraph of the Board s 
Circular II of 1851, dated the 9th September The maps of tho 
surveyor havo been considered as mouxuhs. This will account 
for tho difference m tho number of mouxuhs in the present 
return. 
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cc Tlie entries m columns 6 and 7 of acres, cultivated and cul- 
tumble, are founded upon tlie putwarees’ papers, as filed for tlie 
Euslee year 1258, the latest data at hand The revised measure- 
ments -were not sufficiently advanced, to render them available 
when the icturn of area was made out 

“ Laldm aj land The date for this return is the 1 st May, 1850 ” 

339 Tlie above extracts sufficiently account for the discrepan- 
cies in column 3 The purgunuhs have been recast, which alters 
the number of mouzulis m each, and the substitution of villages 
(mouzuhs) for estates (muhals) makes a further difference in 
them, and m the total for the whole district. 

340 The revision of the purgunuhs has of course affected the 
entries of area in each But there is also a decrease of 7201 
acies in the total area of the district This however is apparent 
rather than leal 

341 Mr A Cocks, officiating Collector, m a letter dated the 
24th of January, 1853, remarks, “ that there is no real difference 
between the total area as drawn up now and m 1848, there hav- 
ing been no transfers of land to other districts, dduvion, &c and 
the apparent difference proceeds from the formei statement hav- 
ing been prepared from the rough native measurements (Oordoo 
khusruh,) wheieas the present has been taken from the surveyor’s 
statement ” 

342 It was impossible to institute any useful comparison be- 
tween two statements compiled from such discrepant data A 
return was therefore called for, shewing for the year 1255 Fuslee 
[1847], the same information with respect to area, as the state-

Hussun, Deputy Collector, and forwarded with Mr Cocks’ letter,

330 l:\tmcts from nn abstract translation of the report arc 
subjoined 

"On the 20th August, 1852, Mr. C. Raikcs issued instructions 
to the Tulwccldars on the follow mg points — 

" 1st — That care should be taken to guard against any places 
being omitted, winch arc likely to be occupied by tra\ oilers or 
others during the night, such as urns (suiais,) temples (musjuls, 
shcwalns,) kc. 

“ 2nd — Tiiat the men employed in the census should be count- 
ed, and included m the returns.

“ The Tuhseeldaxs and other officers have acted up to these 
instructions - At the end of December, I examined the put- 
s' Tins reduction of juma was xnado during tko revision, above alluded 
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warecs in all the purgmmhs of Tuhseeldarec Manrpooreo, except 
Purgnnnh Kooroulee. I mapectod and read tho statements, of 
which. the first three columns had been filled up. v At the same 
tame I mentioned the names of those parties, whom I knurr to 
reside m certain Tillages and required tho puhrarecs to point 
out the entry of them in their statements I also conversed on 
various points, and gave instructions where they were needed. 
The totals of the columns shewing the number of houses in each 
village were tested and from these I was satisfied of the correct 
ness of the statistical returns. 

1 The examination of the villages in Pnrgunuh Kooroulcc, was 
entrusted to a fit person, vrho had taken part m the lato surrey 
operations. I happened to go to Koorouleo about this tamo, 
when I ascertained that each column had been separately tested.

increase of 31 ^ per cent on the former computation. The total 
of tho zilluh statement givo 94 Ilmdos to six M ahommedans, 
with an average of 411 souls to the mile, between 7} and 7} to 
each enclosure, and between 4} and 4J to each house. Bv com 
paring tho entries of area and population, there appear to be 1 J 
acres to cadi individual, and two acres to each agriculturist. Tlio 
assessed (malgooxareo) area shews an average of 1J acres to each 
agriculturist. 

In order to ascertain whether every Tuhscddar in his pur

“ After tlie preparation of the second statement given above, 
some doubts were entertained by me icspectmg the proportion of 
women to men, among the Mahommedans, in Purgunuhs Ulee- 
poor Puttee, Kooroidec, and Kurhul, as it eitliei exceeded or fell 
sliort of the average But these disci epancies were accounted for 
by the absence of a large number of men at the fair of Dobuh m 
Etawuli, or the encampment of troops m the purgunuhs 

“ I have also had some doubts about the correctness of the 
returns with reference to the proportion of men and women, 
in Purgunuli Glnior, where the Tang Thakoors constitute at 
least half of the entire population , m Purgunuli Kooroulee, three- 
fourths of which is inhabited by Kathor Thakoors , m Purgunuh 
Bewur, of which the Bliais Thakoors form the whole population , 
and m Purgunuh Kuihul, where three-fourths of the inhabitants 
are Lahurea Brahmans But these are meiely passing doubts, 
and I do not pretend to be able to account for the small per-

" These argument* are not of much weight, and other parties 
have suggested the following causes 

“ 1st. — That more females than males die at birth, or shortly 
after it. 

“ 2nd. — That the women of some castes, in obedience to igno- 
rant prejudice neglect their own female offspring, so as to bri ng 
about their death. 

1 3rd. — That the defect of females in the present calculation, 
may be ascribed to a great number of women having died during 
the late famine. A greater number of deaths, it is possible, 
occurred among the women daring the famine, bccauso they were 
obliged from distress to undertake work and labour ruitablo for 
men only 

" 4th. — That the women were concealed at the fame of rcc 
kamng 

It is unlikely that this could have been tho caso, as conceal 
ment on such an occasion cannot be effected unless permitted by 
those entrusted with tho census operations Besides it is just as 
likely that men should have betaken themselves to concealment 
as women. Should however any thing of tho kind have happened, 
it could not have occurred m more than ono or two instances. 
Under any circumstances tho probability lies in favour of tho 
number of women bong smaller than tho number of men.”

852 In the statement at page 111 of the pnntod memoir, tho 
entries of the total area m col umn 5 were obtained from tho 
records of the professional s ur vey, and the detail m columns 0 to 
9 from the rent-rolls (nlkasoo papers) of 1254 Fualee. 

858 Tho entries of area and jnma m the return now published 
were received, through the Commissioner Agra division, noth a 
letter dated the 6th March, 1852, from Mr G H M. Alexander, 
Collector of Etawuh, who remarked as follows * — 

u Column 8 — The entries are villages (mouxuhs) not estates 
(mnhals,) and have been extracted from tho surveyor's books of 
village maps. In tins column, ore included oil rent-freo (muafee) 
as well as assessed (klinlsa) morurahs. There aro no forest lands 
in the district. Tho general statement in acres, No IV of the 
settlement, was not followed in ascert ain i n g tho number of mou 
xuhs, ns it was not prepared mouxuhwor Previous to settlement 
tho Tulooqnh Srndous (now in Purgunuh Juki inn,) u Inch included 
19 estates (mnhals) had ono juma fixed for tho whole without 
any separate definition of area. It wns never measured before 
tho accession of British rule, and the revenue surveyor could not 
measure tho lands of each village, owing to tho intersection of 
deep ravines and tho undulating nature of the country At 
settlement the total area of tho tulooquh was maintained, but n 
separate juma fixed for each mouxuh with reference to the nssos- 
cd (malgooxarec) area.

363 The population returns were forwarded hy the Commis- 
sioner, Agra division Mr Monckton m his letter dated 25th 
March, 1853 stated that the duty of conducting the census had 
been entrusted to Mr T A Brown, uncovenanted Deputy Col- 
lector The subjoined extracts axe from Mr Brown's report 
“ On leceipt of the pnnted instructions for the formation of 
tins census, a proportionate number of the Oordoo and Hmdee 
copies were circulated to the Tuhseeldars, who weie requested at 
the same tune to come m for a day, with the view of explaining 
to them more fully such portions of the instructions, as they 
might not understand perfectly 

“ The Tuhseeldars were then directed in their turn to explain 
them carefully to the officers, who had been selected to cany out

to teat the accuracy of the number of persona, as they had done 
to ascertain the correctness of the former entries, and after satis- 
fying themselves sent them up to mo.

30 i In 1810, subsequently to tho publication of the printed 
memoir, a census was taken of this district, tho result of which

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865 Mr Brown olraervcd further, 

“ A companson of the result now obtained with the census 
taken m 1849 shows an increase of 27,478 in the total number 
of inhabitants, while at the same time there is a decrease of 1,431 
females among the ncm-agncultunsts, 

" It is obvious however that the error existed m the statistical 
statements furnished m 1849, as the proportion of agriculturists 
to the non -agricultural classes m tho census now taken, for tho 
purgunuh m which the greatest decrease is to bo found, approxi 
mates very closely to that m tho other purgtmuhs of the district 
and as greater pains have been taken m thoroughly explaining 
the definition of tho terms, agricultural and n on-agricultural, 
to the parties who w?ro entrusted with the preparation of the 
statements, it is evident that tho discrepancy discovered is attn 
butablc entirely to tho terms having been imperfectly understood 
by tho parties, through whose agency tho former statements had 
been compiled. 

The great disproportion m tho increase of enclosure* com 
pared to houses in Purgunuha Etavruli and Iiuwain, originates 
from the circumstanco of enclosures with only ono house having 
been omitted in tho column for enclosures when the census for 
1819 was taken.”

“ 3\!r. Montgomery’s statements give the very same area, but 
taken from the settlement proceedings, and the difference between 
the two results, is to be attributed mainly to a diffeience m the 
process employed respectively m the survey and settlement offices, 
in obtaining the value m acres of the beeguh of the khusruh 
papers In the one case it was strictly an arithmetical calcula- 
tion, conducted by professional men, the equivalent of a beeguh 
bemg first determined in decimals /' in the other it was found 
necessary to assume an integer)* for the approximate equivalent 
of a hundred beeguhs, and the calculation was entrusted entnely

372 The following extracts from other reports by Mr Stacey

411 Jill' Cust remaiked — 

“ My predecessor entrusted Deputy Collector Sirdar Khan 
with the general management, and finding lion \ ery satisfactory* 
wcic that officci’s airaugcments, 1 left it entirely m Ins hands, 
and I think his report sufficiently shou s that the u ork lias been 
well done 

* 

“ Sirdai Khan took a great personal interest m the matter, and 
tested the reports oflus subordinates by enquiry on the spot I 
think that c\ cry reasonable precaution has been taken to secure 
accuracy 
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“ The reported increase on the population is erroneous, hut it 
must ho remembered, that the last census, especially m somo pur 
gunuhs, was only an approximation, and not the result of actual 
enumeration of individuals. 

“ StOl one of tho evils against which Banda has to struggle is 
scantiness cf population as compered with the arable land, end 
the cry is not for broad acres to till but for strong arms to guide 
tho plough Tho small pox has this year raged in some portions 
of tho district, and a report of the vaccinator after a tour in tho 
villages winch had suffered most shows one village whero 160 
children had fallen victims. 

No alarms or excitement hnvo risen from this census tho 
only complaint made to mo regarded a matter of detail. A 
zemindar was afraid that the separate enumeration of tho inhabi 
tanti or an hamlet (poorwuh) on his estate, would hereafter 
weaken his proprietary right. 

There were no great fairs m this district at tho time of tho 
census. Many thousand strangers congregate at Chuturkot and 
elsewhere at certain periods of the year, hut fortunately this was 
not the caso on tho 31st of December, 18u2 ’ 

412. The following extracts are from Muhumnd Sirdar Khan’s 
report. 

“ Tlie preparation of tho census report, and tho superintendence 
of tho purgunnh returns were assigned to mo by tho Collector j 
Moulvce Uman Alee the other Deputy Collector, was d cured 
to surpenntend the city returns and tho collector himself under 
took tho cantonment census. The city returns were prepared by 
the waul men (mol mlluli dors) through the kotwal; tho village 
returns acre prepared by tlioputwnrecs or their assistants through 
the Tuhsccldars the return of Rajapoor a commercial town in 
Raj-gun tih Clduboo wo* prepared through the naib t! tanadar 
stationed there anil the cantonment return was received from tho 
commanding officer who hail made his own arrangements 

The Tuliweldar* were directed to ail opt immediate measures 
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for giving effect to the instructions of Govemmten. They were 
summoned and verbally instructed ; and the importance attached 
to this work was particularly impressed on their min ds. 

“ They were first required to furnish a statement, showing the 
distribution of work, and the agency proposed to be employed m 
each mouzuli From one hundred houses were assigned to each 
putwaiee or his assistant, and the supervision of twenty to thirty 
villages to each of thetuliseel establishment (umluli) As soon as 
columns 1 to 3 were filled up, the returns were submitted for 
inspection, and sent back for completion with further instruc- 
tions 

“ In the early part of November last, I was deputed to decide 
the boundary disputes existing m the district, and in December 
to inspect the villages under dnect management (kham) During 
my tour I took eveiy occasion to test the leturns, which were 
generally found correct. Up to the end of December, I examined 
the contents of columns 1 to 3 m a hundred villages, some of 
which I tested thioughout The number of enclosuies and houses 
were pretty correct , only slight mistakes were occasionallyfound, 
such as one enclosure was sometimes entered as two on account 
of subdivisions , or two families eating separately written as one, 
because they .were father and son, or brothers living in one hut, 
or because they were master and servants Sometimes a waid of 
Chomars or Domars living m one lane was entered as one en- 
closure Such errors were of no great consequence, but I instructed 
and warned the putwarees for the future, and m most cases had 
the returns corrected 

“ After the 1st of January, I tested the contents of other 
columns in about fifty villages, and found no material errors, ex- 
cept m one village m Purgunuh Ougasee, where the putwarees 
had foolishly omitted to enter the new bom children, thinking 
they could neither come under the head of males nor of females 
I fined him for Ins gross ignorance of the instructions, and wrote 
to the Tuliseeldar m severe terms for not teaching him pioperly, 
and desned lnm to levise the return and to report whether any 
other putwarcc m his piugunuh had fallen mto similar enoi He 
2 u 
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satisfied mo on this score and from a comparison of the average 
lumber of persons in his pnrgunuh to each square mile with 
others, I have no reason to doubt his statement 

u I visited every village in my way or near my camp and 
hav ing summoned the putwurcc with Ins origami census return, 
I passed through different lanes and wards, and stopping indis- 
criminately at various houses, whero I was generally admitted 
with the pntwnrcc and the village watchman (chowkccdar), tlio 
females of the common class not beidg in the habit of concealing 
themselves I compared the inmates with tho returns and nseer 
tamed about the absentees, &c. Thus I was enabled to test tho 
returns in a satisfactory manner, and fed confident that they ore 
as correct as can ho expected. 

1 These proceedings have not raised much alarm m tho district. 
In some parts I occasionally observed a slight npprchcnsion of a 
tax I however convinced them that nothing of tho land was 
intended, and remarked that a census return was annually ob- 
tained tl trough tlw putwurcc, hut hang imperfectly made, these 
measures were adopted onlv to got a correct one for tho sake of 
knowledge and their own welfare. As I was constantly moving 
alwut from one pnrgunuh to another I took great care to remove 
such notions and generally found tho men ready to give out 
tho names of every member in their Jamil} without tho least 
attempt to conceal a single soul m tho house tho very balxs 
were rolnntanly brought out to show when n deficiency was 
questioned. A repetition of tins process will no doubt take awav 
nil fears or this land

WhiLo Porgunuhs 
Tirohuu and Bndousa exhibit a greater number of Hindoo ogn 
cultural Duntcuda and Chhiboo show the reverse, and Sconda 
shews a greater number of Mahomed ana under the head of non 
agricultural 

u Mr Edgeworth, the late collector at page 181 of the printed 
memoir remarked on tho smaller amount shewn per square milo 
in Porgunuhs Chhiboo and Tirohnn, and had accounted for it by 
stating that they mdaded the hill tracts of Bnrgurh and Kalynn 
grab, where there is a largo amount of jungle. In the present 
return, the difference in Porgtmnh Chhiboo is not in the same 
proportion a* m Pnrgnnuh Tirohnn. The former, with a popu 
lotion of nearly six thousand m tho town of Raj spoor, gives about 
tho snmo average of persons to a square milo as other purgunulis 
but tho latter gives a much smaller amount of persons per milo 
than tho Purgunuh Chhiboo itself. Pnrgnnnh Tirohnn agrees 
with others in respect to villages and houses, but not as regards 
tho juma and area. There however is a greater number of lull 
tracts or villages m Tirohnn than m Chhiboo or Bndousa.

They were returned for 
correction and re-submitted by Mr land with a letter dated the 
0th January, 18^3, from which the following extracts have been 
taken. 

" Tlio excess of one mouroh m Furgnnuh Kurareo was neces- 
sarily inserted, from tho fact that tho divided portion of tho 
original mouruh in Purgunuh Chail had a different namo assign 
cd to it at the time of its bong included m Purgunuh Kumrec.

cd tlic amount from the jnrna, so tliat tlic juuu in column 10 of 
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the printed memoir ought to have been 21,05,663 plus 36,257, 
equal to 21,41,920. The items composing this sum of 36,257

420 To meet the eases, jn which tho total proa by Unisroli 
measurement, -whether at the settlement or subsequently at par 
tition, so far exceeded tho result of tho scientific survey, that tho 
difference could not bo adjusted under tho head of barren in 
col umn 9 a copy of the instructions issued to tho Deputy Col 
lector of Rohtuk, under date the 7th September 18u2, extracts 
from which have been given at page 72, were famished to Mr 
Lind for his guidance. 

421 Tho statements were recast according to theso directions, 
cmd finally submitted by Mr F B Pearson, who had succeeded 
Mr Lind os officiating Collector, on ICth May 1853 

422 Tho excess of one mouxuh in column 8 has been explain 
cd above.

425. This decrease lias occurred chiefly id Purgunuhs Sikun- 
druh, Kura, Kuirai aud Mull, and in TaJooquhs Chourasee, 
Khurar and Khurka of Purgunuh Khairagurh. 

426 Tlie last named purgunuh has suffered much from suc- 
cessive dry seasons, and many of the villages weie tkroivn on the 
hands of Government They have recently keen leased on favour- 
able terms. 

427 Mr. Lind forwarded the papers of the census, through 
the Commissioners office, with a report dated the 21st February, 
1853. He remarks, 

“ The statistical return of this district m the printed memoir 
shows the population to be 710,263. This return however is 
notoriously incorrect It was compiled immediately after the 
late revision of settlement, through the medium of the thanuhdars 
The census was not taken on any given day, but the enquiries of 
the thanuhdars extended over some weeks, and the mode resorted 
to was not calculated to produce an accurate result, for the 
thanuhdars confined their operations to enquiries from chokee-

dam ftud putwurecs, nnd whatever return wus given by them, was 
inserted os tho census of that village. 

“ This return was forwarded m 1848 by Mr E Tyler, tho 
officiating Collector of the time, with a remark that no faith 
could be placed upon the accuracy of the number of inhabitants. 

* The present census was effected through tho Tuhsecldam, 
who wero directed to select their own agency In Purgunuh 
Khairaguxh tho census was done by the tuhsccldarco writers 
(umluh) aided by the managers of Government estates (kham 
tuhscol establishment), a certain number bang apportioned to 
cadi tulooquh The returns thus filed, wero examined by cxchnng 
ing tho officers of ono tulooquh to another Tlio census of tho 
inhabitants was taken by tho putwnrccs and examined by tho 
tuhsccldarco umluh of each tulooquh 

f In tho Munjhunpoor Tnhsccldarcc, tho census was taken by 
tho tulisccl umluh m tho large towns, such as Kura, Shuliindpoor, 
frc. and m tho rest of tho jurisdiction tho returns wero mndo by 
the putwarcca and examined by tho umluh. 

* Tho census of tho remainder of tho district was taken in this 
wav with the exception of the city of Allahabad, where it was 
dono by Government officials. 

“ The present census gives a total of 1,370 788 souls, or 
(Xj0,o2o m excess of Mr Montgomery's census, and 1 19,087 m 
excess of ^Ir Tyler's. I believe tlm present return to bo very 
near tlic truth. It has been carefully prepared, and tho Tuhscol 
dors appeared thoroughly to understand their work, before the 
time of taking tho census had arrived. 

I had hoped to bo ablo to give separato details of the inlrnhi 
tnnts of this district and of strangers but I find this is next to 
impossible, for altltough in tho detailed mound rwar statements, 
strangers are inserted still it is impossible to say whether they 
ore rcallv strangers or merely mliabitants of other villages in the 
district. 

‘ Vllalmbad itself is composed of parts of twenty villages lU 
t*ojralntlcm amounts to ~2 093 

*' The census of the cantonment* anil fort was taken by tlic 
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military authorities. The numbers gnenare doubtless correct, 
but I do uot think sufficient attention has been paid to the dis- 
tinction made between agriculturists and non-agriculturists All 
the sepoys lia\c been put down as non-agriculturists, uheieas it 
is a well known fact that a large poihon of this class are land- 
holders (remmdais).

and has been filled up m accoi dance with the instructions con-

counts, and is shewn m column 10 , but in most of them the set-

437 The increase of cultivation nnco tho measurements ■winch 
were made between 1830 and 1838 amounts to 183,213 acres 
or nearly iuno per cent on its former extent, and nearly four per 
cent on tho total area of tho district, 

438 Mr It Marriott, who was officiating as Collector for Mr 
Chester submitted tho returns of tho census through tho office 
of tho officiating Commissioner of tho division, Mr II C Tuchcr, 
with a report dated 7th April, 1833 Tho following extracts ore 
from this report, 

u The returns of tho present census show a considerable m 
crease over tho returns of 1817-18 as published in tlio statistical 
memoir of 1818 The sum total of the population m tho alwvo 
return is 2,37 j,D1 1 * and iu tho present 3 087,87 1, or an incrcaifO 
of 7 12,3 GO 

So considerable an increase m five year* might crcato doubts 
as to the accuracy of the returns hut 1 believe they approximate 
nearer to the truth than those of 18 17 18 

In the surveyors census of 1837-38 the sum total of the 
\*ipulatton was given os 1,280(7.13 and in the returns of Mr 

• Ilrrr «nj Umw rt ljrmt tlino mnarl* refermre U Uudr to tbr Uxlj- f 
n-jort In tho pnnlfd ta^moir *nd tlw Ullo it patj* 13t> and UuX to 
tin- *U!ton.t enra a! IT* i * 
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Reade, tlie Collector, in 1843-44, it had increased to 2,386,831, 
or an increase of 1,097,138 

“ Mr Reade, in Ins letter to the Commissioner, No 205 dated 
9th August, 1844, observes , c the original census prepared by the 
surveyor was obviously done in haste, and was very imperfect. 
By lmmigiation from the vest, south and north-east, the popu- 
lation has doubtless m the last seven years been very greatly 
increased, hut I cannot credit as a fact that there has really been 
an increase of more than a million m that time I think it very 
probable, that there is an error of deciease m the surveyor’s re- 
turns of about 35 per cent ’ 

“ It may therefoie be inferred that the returns of 1843-44, 
which were prepared with more care than those of 1837-38, did 
not so much show an increase of 1,097,138 m seven years, as 
repiesent the true and actual state of the population, which had 
been underrated in the surveyor’s returns 

“ In the published memoir of 1848, the Collector says , c the 
results agree very closely with my predecessor’s census, his total 
hemg 2,386,831 persons, while the piesent enumeration gives 
2,375,514 ’ That is to say between the census of 1843-44 and 
1847-48, there had been an actual decrease of the population to 
the extent of 11,317 

“ Now it appears to me excessively improbable that the popu- 
lation should not have increased m this interim, but here we find 
it absolutely retrograding, notwithstanding Mr Reade’s remarks 
that there could be no doubt, that in the period of seven years 
previous the population had increased to an immense extent, and 
its being well known that population and cultivation have been 
progiessively increasing in this district up to the present time 

“ It appears to me that m the census of 1847-48 the popula- 
tion must have been underrated, and m this new of the case, the 
increase in the piesent letums may rather be considcied to ex- 
tend from 1843-44 to 1852-53, than from 1847-48 to 1852-53, 
m winch case the increase v ould not appeal* so excessive 

Jn paragraph 133 of the memon of 1848 it is said, ( there 
is great ‘reason to believe the letums arc considerably below the 
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truth.’ It also goes on to say, 1 that it is not likely that tho 
number of males is overrated, hut more than probable that tho 
number of females is concealed.’ 

u If tho present increase should bo considered excessive in 
concurrence with the above views, it appear* to mo that if there 
is anv inaccuracy in the accounts, it would bo rather on tho sido 
of under than overrating tho numbers. Tho present returns 
also show fewer females than males, winch make* it more than 
prohablo that the former arc ftill underrated. j 

“ I have every reason to believe that the return* of tho present 
census arc as nearly accurate as it is posable for a census to bo. 
Tim Tulisccldars had strict injunctions given them, and assure 
mo that great care and pains hnvo been taken in getting at tho 
actual truth. Tho canoongocs and tuhscddarco writers (mohur 
nrs) personally tested tho accuracy of tho putwarecs 5 returns in 
several villages, which were found generally correct. 

“ Tho city returns were taken by tho treasurer of tho municipal 
police (chowkccdarcc buksbcc) with tho aid of tho headmen of 
tho word* (mohullohdars), and I have every reason to credit their 
fidelity 

I have no reason to suspect collusion in the preparation of 
the returns, and the large mercaso winch is found in all tho pur 
gunulis, with ono exception, entitles them to credit, as showing 
tho actual state of tho population 

The decrease ta in purgunuh Bausco to tho extent of 11,807, 
the former census giving 227,882 and tho present 215,085 In 
my opinion this ono exception entitle* tho whole to greater credit, 
os showing no desire to cook tho accounts, or exhibit any but tho 
actual state of the ease. 

“On personally inte rro gating tho Tuhsccldar as to tho cause 
of tho decrease lie could assign no special cause, except tliat tho 
cultivators were not particularly attached to their holdings ami 
if they heart! they could cultivate with greater profit in any other 
purgunuh they would migrate in Ixxbd and in point of fact the 
increase in the neighbouring Purgunuh of KuiMxi!j>oor Gboi « 
cou»nlerable 
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“ The portions of Bhowaparuh and Huvelee, which form the 
Huzoor Tuhseel, have been included m those purgunuhs and not 
shown separately, which will partly account foi the mcrease in 
them 

cc In the former census the agriculturists were returned as 
1,977,362, and in the present as 2,529,646, or an mcrease of 
552,284 The non-agncultunsts were 398,152 and the present 
558,228 or an mcrease of 160,136.”

a Tho putwnrcc* bare m most eases mado tho census, but in 
many towns where the municipal police (chowkccdnrcc) tax 
exists the treasurer (bukahcc) has prepared it. In Mohumuda 
bod and in a few other towns, tho census lias been prepared under 
tbo immediate lupennten d enco of the Tuhseddar Tho Tuhsccl 
dors and Canoongocs have carefully tested tho returns. I haro 
tested the purgunuli returns made by tho Tuhseddar*, by compar- 
ing tho ■ tat cm cuts for each w»th my personal knowledge of each, 
gained whilo marching through tho district.

As widows 
especially, I bcbcrc that thar lot is often a bard ono, they have 
to labour hard without in return obtaining many of the comfort* 
of life. It may bo also that there am many conrcrts to Mohn- 
mcdanum from amongst Hindoo agricultural women, for you 
will observe that while Hindoo agricultural women aro less than 
80 per cent of the men, Mohamedan non-agn cultural women arc 
nearly 03 per cent. In tho other two claves tho women arc 
about 00 and 01 per cent, of tho men The native* avert that 
fewer female children ore bom among the Hindoo* than male.

ber of the Mohamedans as compared with the census of 1848. 
The large population is fed and the large revenue paid from the 
profits arising from the cultivation of the sugar-cane. 

"Purgunuh Gopalpoor — There is apparently a great increase 
in the number of Mohamedan non-agneultural Although Go- 
palpoor is densely populated, I can scarcely beheve that there 
can be 1,043 souls to the square mile Gopalpoor, Koureeuh, 
Utrouleea are no doubt very fertile and densely populated, but 
the returns require farther testing 

“ Purgunuh Muhal — In comparison with the census of 1848, 
the increase in the number of Hindoos is remarkable The total 
number of souls is believed to be near the truth, although this 
census exceeds Mr. Collector Thomason's estimate by about

Lieut. Governor was at that placo on tbo 31st December, m

“ Pcaoijvcn Sucre r. — Tho population is much greater tlian 
I erpeeted, being 6G7 to the square mile. Tho revenue is light 
and therefore enough is left for tho support of a largo population 
There are 18 towns, each having a population of upwards of 
1,000 souls, and m Tiippnb Khas, north of tlio Cl iota Sinjoo, 
where the soil is sandy and light, I was surprised at seeing tho 
country so studded with villages Air Collector Thomason csti 
mated the population at only 81 000 

“ rmtoinuii* Ghoosee and Nutiioopoor. — Although tho 
present census is more than double Air Collector Thomason's 
calculation, I am satisfied that tho actual imputation is not less 
than that now stated. Tlio assessment is light, the soil is \n 
many parts very fertile, producing poppy and other valuable crops 
and grain is cheap. The extent of cultivated land particularly in 
Nutiioopoor lias much increased, I behove since tho settlement. 

" rpRGUWLnS SlKUV DCRFOOE AND BnUDAWUV — The popula- 
tion is undoubtedly very great. The Burheya Jlajpoots in 
Sihnndurpoor arc very numerous In parts of this purgunuh 
them aro a considerable number of Byse Bnjpoots Tho 
proportion of male Hindoo agriculturists to female is 100 to 80J 
The assessment is very light anil parts or the country Tory fur 
tnc.”

455 The manner in -which tho statistical statement, published 
at page 14-1 of the printed memoir, was prepared will bo found 
explained m the extracts from tho reports of tho Collector, Mr 
M. C. Ommanney, which arc given below 

460 The English and vernacular returns of area and demand 
were forwarded by Mr E. A* Rcadc, tho Commissioner Benares 
division, on the 7th June, 1852, with tho following remarks. 

" The complicated muhalwar settlement of tho Province of 
Benares, in other districts renders the compilation of a statement 
to show area, jumu and tho rate of assessment on cultivated, 
assess^ (malgooinrco) and total area, included in tho geographi 
col limits of purgunuhs, a difficult task but m Jo un poor it is 
impossible to make it quite accurate 

,f It tins not only the difficulty elsewhere of estates (muluils) 
composed of portions of laud scattered in several villages (mou 
xulis) but also that of muhals whoso component mouiuhs ho in 
different purgunuhs Tho purgunulis with reference to their 
geographical features, though for tho most part umntcmuxcd with 
other purgunuhs are so fantastically irregular and straggling, 
that it has been found uttcrlv impossible to combine a certain 
number of whole purgunuhs within the jurisdiction of a tuliscd 
darre The best arrangement that could be made has been made 
after the fullest examination in the presence of tlie Honorable the 
lieutenant Governor, and as far as possible under the late rrn 
non the fiscal illusions contatn all the land* tlic collection of the 
revenue of which belongs to the respective tuliMrlilaiccs 

M Still there are exceptions and in compiling the ftatrmmt 
required there is the difficulty of purgunuhs which have the jumn 
without some of the land and otlicrs which ImcAomrof the land 
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■without any of the juma The rates therefore may he approxi- 
mate, hut they cannot he made strictly accurate The lesult 
■would he just the same if the statements weie rendered tuliseel- 
dareewar , and the purgunuhwai arrangement must he adhered 
to, otherwise the judicial, fiscal and police arrangements of the 
district will be subverted 

“ Much of this confusion has been rectified by mducmg pio- 
pnetors of estates (mulials), whose component villages (mouzuhs) 
aie scatteied over the district, to consent to partitions, but these 
cannot be compulsorily effected without a legislative enactment, 
and until that be passed, it will be impossible to compile a correct 
statement of the particulars required , viz , to exhibit accurately 
area and juma within the geographical limits of purgunulis ” 

457. Mr Ueade at the same time submitted a report, dated the 
24th of May, horn Mr. Ommanney, from which the subjomed 
extracts have been taken 

(< When the Oordoo Cncular was received, instructions weie 
issued, attracting the attention of Tuhseddars to the points noted 
in the Cncular, and generally to the impoitance attached by the 
Government to the subject 

“ Smce the receipt of this memoir, a very large portion of the 
district has been subjected to the scrutiny of a well tested mea- 
suicment (purtal), viz , all the peshkush mukals, the large tuloo- 
quh of Aghawain Ghisooa, several extensive mulials m Mureeahoo, 
and generally the putwarees’ papers have received alteration 
towards rendering them moie trustworthy. 

“ For the Jounpoor Tuhseeldaree, the extent of rent-free 
(lakhiraj) lands has been checked as directed m paragraph 7, and 
the rent-free tenures (muafees) weie taken as they stood up to the 
end of 1258 Fuslee , 

“ To exemplify the disci epancies between the entries m the ge- 
neral statement No IY of the settlement officer, and the parti- 
culars found after a careful enquiry, I annex a return shewing the 
diffeience of totals taken from the general statement, and from 
3 B 
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tho result of a scrutiny of Tillages in tho Oorglco Purgnnnh, the 
papers of which have been recast. They arc Soentha, Muwni, 
Bhadec, Pcsliknshec and a few assessed estate (hhalso mubals.) 



1 Tho former return at page 145 of the printed memoir was I 
now find, based entirely on the general statement compiled at tho 
revision of settlement. In tho un assessed (minhacc) land, column 
8, under tho head oflakhcrnj shewed only tho assignments to tho 
Tillage police or putwnrcc, and even these were found to bo in 
accurate all other items rent-free parcels, service and canton 
ment lands were, for tho most part included under tho head 
cultivated in column G. Tho cultnrnblc and barren area wns 
intermingled, and in those items also tho present returns still am 
but a very distant approach to accuracy 

* Tho chief cause of difference however between tho areas of 
pnrgunuhs in this and tho printed statistical return b tho new 
arrangement of purgtmuhs, which took place in 18o0 
u I now proceed to explain to what extent each has been 
affected and the reasons.

c< Each Tuhsceldar was requned beforehand to divide his 
jurisdiction into a certain numbei of subdivisions, erver each of 
which an intelligent officer was to superintend the w ork The 
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superintendent was supplied with an extract of bo mnek of 
mouxuhwnr list, as made up the circle imder Ins irnperviaian, 
columns were added to shew the name of the pntwnreo and 
lage police and party, to whom the enumeration was entrusted 
" The Joimpoor Tnhseeldarec was divided mto seven divisions. 
One of these comprised the kotwalec and the villages in the 
immediate vicinage of the town. For the town a detailed state- 
ment was prepared shewing each ward (mohullnh) as a monmh, 
the mohnllnhs being assumed to be those separately entered m 
the revenue register of town lands, which are under assessment. 
The former census of the town was incorrect for many reasons 
but mainly because its boundaries were 31 defined, whereas now 
each angle is marked by a permanent masonry pillar Thus all 
error was avoided where the dwellings of adjacent villages (mou 
snhs) abutted on those of the town.

467 There are seventeen purgunuhs, tnppnhs or other sub- 
divisions m the district. The proceedings at the survey in 
1840-41 were not uniform in all of these, and much difficulty 
was experienced in ascertaining the correct area of each , when 
the return of 1848 was compiled. Mr Roberts in his reports 
above referred to thus explains the data available, and the use 
made of them in the printed memoir and the present statement.

Tbo settlement papers hare been mado tho basis of this re- 
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turn, and some errors have been corrected, e g, one Mouzuh 
Doguna was not inserted m the vernacular lists sent to me. Co- 
lumn 5 is filled up horn the aiea of the surveyor’s returns as now 
revised Columns 6 and 8 are taken from the putwarees’ returns 
for the Fuslee year 1258, such at least is the statement of the 
Canoongoesi 

“ I have re-examined the area tables of Tuppuh Ooproudh, 
and find that every village has its separate area in the surveyor’s 
plans. I therefore adopt the total area of the general estimate, 
Viz 370,276 acres In foimer estimates the Kaimoor hills were 
probably measui ed But this range is not included in the bounda-

“ The mouzuhs m Ugoree have since been increased by the 
transfer of tlnee Mouzuhs, Bairpoor, Nunuhra and Nunuhree 
from Smgroulee, and the number of villages of the latter pur- 
gunuh has been still further diminished by the transfer of four 
mouzuhs to Suigooja. Hence the present number in Ugoree is 
119, and m Smgioulee 205 

" Although great pains have been taken with Purgunuh Bhu* 
dohee, I cannot feel assured of the perfect accuracy of this 'return, 
but I trust there is no material mistake The Canoongoes tell 
me that them productive return is taken from the putwarees’ 
papers of 1258 Fuslee The total area is the aggregate of the 
totals of the village (mouzuhwar) areas m the surveyor’s book of 
village plans, with such corrections as were established to J be 
necessary.” 

468 It appears therefore that for the fourteen purgunuhs 
measured by chain, the areas entered m the statement pubhshed 
at page 147 of the printed memoir, have been retamed m the 
present return m preference to the areas furnished by the Deputy 
Surveyor General, and given at page 148 of the same volume 

469 Of these fourteen purgunuhs only two, Chuhanuvee and 
Ooproudh, shew any change, the extent and causes of which are 
detailed below. 
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470 In the remaining fotrr purgunuhs, of winch only a topo- 
graphical survey was made in 1840-41, tho areas supplied from 
the survey department have been preferred to those calculated by 
the Collector m 1848 

471 The changes m these also ore detailed below 

472 The statement as finally resubmitted by Mr Roberts was 
altered in the Board’s office, the total areas of Purgunuhs Ugoree, 
Kerahluugrcrr and Smgroulee, which are held m rent-free tenure, 
having been inserted in columns 5 and 8 only

478 Mr Roberts forwarded the returns of tho census, through 
the office of the Commissioner of the division, with a report 
dated May 27th, 1868, from which the following extracts are 
taken, 

“ In the early part of December the Canoongoes were deputed 
to examine and correct the papers drawn out preparatory to tah 
ing tho census. 

On my tour in November, I summoned tho putwarccs and 
examined their papers, and found that the generality of tho men 
were prepared to tako down tho number of souls on tho morning 
appointed. 

“ Tho preparation of the returns of the purgtmulis of % thc 
family domains of the Ilnja of Bern ana was entrusted to his pnn 
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cipnl officer Moonshcc Durslnmlal, that officer took Blmdohee 
under Ins own supcimtcndcncc, and made over Kcia Mungror to 
the Tulisccldar, an able and experienced man 

" The Commanding officers of the cantonments of Mirzapoor, 
Chunai and Sidtanpoor n ere furnished with copies of the instruc- 
tions, and icqucstcd to take measures to cnsuie an accurate state- 
ment of population intlun their jurisdiction. 

" The enumeration of the town of Mnzapoor was conducted 
through the agency of the police. Befoie the day for recording 
the census had arrived, the police had been repeatedly warned to 
have their papers ready according to the instructions 

“ In the interior (mofussil) I examined several entries after the 
census had been recorded, in some villages I found some shght 
inaccuracies, other villages were correctly lccorded 

“ As from my absence m the interior, I could not test the 
statements of the town population, I requested my colleagues 
Messrs Probyn, Pollock, Walker, and Race Kesliundyal Singh, 
to examine each two wards (mohulluhs) m diffeient parts of the 
town, and that Race Kesliundyal Singh should be apprised by the 
■other gentlemen of the lesults of then examination and where 
the enumeration was erroneous, he was icquested to take mea- 
sures for its prompt correction. This duty I assigned to lum, 
because lie was engaged m revising the assessment of the muni- 
cipal police (chokeedaiee), and had materials for checking false 
returns 

“ It is found that, whilst thioughout the intenor (mofussil) the 
present census exceeds that of 184-8, it is much less in the town 
of Mirzapoor, m Tuppuli Chourasee

Tho total of the city census amounts, you will perceive, to 
]8 j, 081 being 2 193 in excess of that exhibited in Mr Pnnscp * 
time, while tho total of tho remaining port of the district amounts 
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to 665,773, bemg 107,838 m excess of tliat exhibited m Mr 
Maclcod’s time ” 

490. Mr. Gubbms in bis leport above quoted remarked as 
follows, 

“ The census of the city was in the first instance prepared for 
the 1st January last, but on my examining it myself house by house 
to test its correctness, the uliole return turned out to be so false, 
that I had to quash it, and gne the Thanuhdars up to the 1st of 
Mai eh to prepare the papers de novo From the last mentioned 
date to the present moment I have, with the assistance of Messrs 
Pollock and Ellis, been continually emploj r ed in testing and 
correcting these returns ; and in now submitting them I think 
that I can safely assure Government, that they have as faitliful a 
census of Benares, as it is possible for them to get This much 
I must however premise, that the census that I have had taken 
is of the fixed population of the city, and tliat any person who 
may have absented himself for a few months has been mcluded, 
while stray visitors who have come here for a short period have 
been omitted. 

“ I was induced to follow this plan, because I felt that what 
was really wanted was a faitliful return of the fixed population of 
the city, while, if I tried to take one of any particular date, I 
would always be at the mercy of my subordinates, who would be 
sure to trick me, if I were not able rigidly to test their work 

“ Without wishing to depreciate the labours of one pf my pre- 
decessors, who has made himself a local renown, I must still say 
that from the many conversations that I have had on the subject 
with the native gentlemen of Benares, I gather that not a half of 
the pains were taken under Mr Prinsep, that have been taken 
on the present occasion, to arrive at a correct estimate of the 
number of the inhabitants of this city. 

u I am assured by the native gentry, that they were on the 
former occasion never asked for the number of people comprising 
then families, and one elderly gentleman Baboo Bajendei Mittei, 
3e2 
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tell# too, that when Mr Prmsep found that he could not arrive 
at a true conclusioTi by merely counting the inhabitant#, he 
adopted the very singular and clever method of making ont hi# 
census on the basis of the quantity of *alt that was used by the 
city during a twelvemonth. He made a careful calculation of 
the quantity of salt imported, and of the quantity that would 
probably be used by one individual, and based his calculations 
thereon. 

u "With regard to the remaining part of the district of Benare* 

I cannot give yon the same personal assurance of these return* 
being correct, that I can m the aty itself, as I have really not 
had the time to test them but from the reports mado to me by 
the Tuliseeldar*, whom I hnvo employed on this work, I am led 
to believe that they are correct. < 

" In the Chundoulee division the difference found hy the 
Tuliseeldar in 159 villages, did not cm the whole, exceed one- 
quarter per cent, while on this side of the river in testing 75 vil 
lages, the difference did not exceed a half per cent. ’

Towards the close of July, 1852 a areolar letter No 2 900 
dated 22nd July, 1852 from the Secretary to Government, 
N 1Y P was received noth its annexures, containing detailed 
instructions in Oordoo and Hindee as to the method to he pur 
sued in carrying into effect tho Government orders regarding the 
census. 

On the 4th August these papers were forwarded to the Tuh 
seeldars who after hanng carefully perused them, attended a 
meeting pt the Deputy Collector's where the subject was freely 
discussed and all doubtful points settled 

On the 21st August, the rules were forwarded to the Canoon 
goes who submitted a return of nil the putwareea in their respec- 
tive purgunuhs, and number of villages attached to each. 

Tho vernacular directions having been distributed, each 
putwarco receiving one copy it became necessary to encourngo 
them to propound questions on any points not thoroughly under 
stood. 

' No ono could doubt after reading the questions submitted 
for explanation, that tho purgunuh officer*, fcc had carefully pe- 
rusal tho order*, and that they vrero not afraid or ashamed to

Submitting tho questions and forwarding the replies occu 
iucd somo considerable time as they liad been very numerous. 
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" Each set of questions and explanations "was circulated tlirougli 
tlie whole district by means of the Tuliseeldars and Canoongoes 
“ Munsoor Ulee Khan who under my supenntendence con- 
ducted the preliminanes, summoned the Canoongoes, and talked 
over the matter with each I did the same when they came to 
pay then* lespects. 

“ I oidered each putwaiee to take a census of each village or 
villages undei his cliaige, after he had read the rules of practice 
and understood them 

“ The putwarees gave into the tuliseeldaree these census 
papers, which were again made over to them, shortly before the 
end of December, and on the 31st weie corrected by the second 
census, after which they weie given in with the other papers 
“ During my tour in the mtenor of the district, I had ample 
opportunities to enqrnre whether these orders had been earned 
out 

“ The putwarees m every instance answered my questions well, 
and I ascertained that each man had counted the residents m his 
village 

“ I was glad to observe that the people exhibited no fear at 
this pioceechng, but on the contrary took an interest m it 

cc Towards the latter end of December, arrangements were made 
for the census of the larger towns and villages The police esta- 
blishment was placed at the Tuhseeldar’s disposal and received 
them orders 

“ The Tuhseeldars had furnished, with the statistical returns, 
books shewing the plan of operations pursued by them on the 
31st December, that is, the name of each village and the person 
or persons who took the census on that day Many putwarees 
aie accountants for 7, 8 and even up to 23 villages, therefore it 
was absolutely necessaiy to ensure the presence of a numeious 
staff of relatives The large towns weie made over to the police, 
who corrected the returns pieviously furnished by the putwarees. 
Not a single official was on this day idle 

“ I consider that the present census is as correct as a census 
can be All engaged in the work started with a thoiough know-

compiled from the statistical returns, already given, of the seve- 
ral districts included in the census and shews for each the total 
and detailed area, land revenue and population, as they stood on 
the 1st January, 1863 This statement differs from the one 
published at page 169 of the printed memoir, m giving the de- 
tail of the sexes m each of the classes, into which the population 
is divided , and m omitting the information there supplied, of 
the revenue derived from stamps and excise, and tho charges of 
collection.

531. The entries m column 4, and the averages deduced fiom 
them in column 9, are less certain The word enclosure {har- 
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tuh), though necessary to statistical enquiries m this country, 
irtere several families frequently dwell within the same ex t ernal 
wall* having m the mmde open spaces or courtyards, and rooms 
mare or less detached, is liable to misconstruction, and ha* pro- 
bably been variously understood by the enumerating officers. 
The term does not exactly correspond to the English word houst, 
though perhaps no other term m the Oordoo language gives the 
meaning more nearly The absence of a synonymous word is 
caused by the different crrcumstnncca of the two countries. In 
the United Kingdom, and m Europe generally, the cbm a te does 
not admit of the exposed and detached rooms, which firm bo 
conspicuous a part of what are called houses in India. And for 
this reason and because the natives of India lire much in the 
open air the number of persons to an enclosure has not that 
important bearing on the physical and moral character of the 
people, which the number of persons to a house is justly consi 
dered to have in Europe. In comparing then the average* here 
presented with European statistics, it is necessary to bear m mind, 
that while m Europe n house implies a building under one roof 
and within the mmo party walls an enclosure, m the North

When another census i* taken, the difficulty may bo 
avoided by recording the caste and ocoonpation (peshnh) of tho 
head of each fondly The information will bo readily given, and 
tho enquiry will excite no alarm as even now every witness 
examined in any Court is required to stato thcso facta regarding 
himself This rule lias been suggested by Mr Jl. 3C, Dick tho 
Commissioner of Itolnlctmd and until it is adopted, the relative

537 The law m Europe appeal’s constant^ that within certain 
limits there is always an excess of females. But there is no proof 
that this law obtains m Asia On the contrary, not only the pi esent 
census of the North West Provinces, which has been made house 
by house and family by family, but, as before observed, every 
previous census, whether of the whole provinces or of individual dis- 
tricts, has exhibited an excess of males This excess, if it really 
exists, obtains more or less throughout all classes, or if the re* 
turns aie wrong, the causes of error operate with equal force m 
every distiict. 

538 Nor has this discrepancy been found m Northern India 
only Colonel Sykes in his memoir, alieady more than once 
quoted, has the following passage 

ff The gicat feature m the population of Dukhun is the excess 
of males oier females m a greater piopoitaon than exists in 
Europe By the last census m England there were 100 males to 
93 females In the British possessions m Dukhun, in a popula- 
tion horn which returns have been leceived of 2,302,902 souls, 
there are 100 males to 87 36 females, and this difference obtains, 
with veiy little variation, throughout the different castes It is 
subject to modification, howevei, by a very singular fact, exhibited 
m the excess of grown up women over men wherever the returns 
distinguish the adults horn childien, but the excess of male 
childien over females leaves the ultimate preponderance m favour w 
of the males Piom Sir Stamfoid Baffles’ History of Java, the 
same relative proportion of the sexes would appear to exist m 
that island He states that the proportion 'of males and females 
bom m Bantam, and over the whole of Java, is nearly the same 
as in Europe, and as is found generally to exist, wheiever accurate 
statements can be obtained Erom the information he collected 
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credit may bo given to the result*. Bnt assuming them to bo 
even approximately correct, they confirm tho conclusions of Sir 
Stamford Raffles and Colonel Sykes that in Asiatic countries, os 
m Europe, there ib a preponderance of male births, but that con 
trary to European experience, the males greatly ont-number tbo 
females among children under twelve years of age, and are also 
in excess, to a greater or less extent, among tho entire popula- 
tion. 

640 No attempt was made in these provinces to distinguish 
children from the adults of either sex, and without this detail, it 
is not easy to institute a satisfactory comparison between tho 
tacts elicited hero, and in Madras and elsewhere. But as re 
gards the entire population, tho excess of males, though greater 
thnn in Madras is less than in the four collcctoratcs of Dukhun, 
anil bears no comparison with what is said to const m Mysore.
